FAILURE OF THE THOMAS BROWN 
OIL COMPANY. 


The failure of the Thomas Brown 
Oil Company, of Erie, Pa., was an- 
nounced on Saturday last. It has 
been known for months that the com- 
pany was in financial straits, due in 
part to unsuccessful outside specula- 
tions on the part of Mr. Brown, but 
more largely to the unprofitable com- 
petition in which he has been engaged. 
Mr. Brown was formerly, and for a 
number of years, in charge of the 
Standard Oil Company’s business in 
the territory contiguous to Erie, and 
was known as one of the most agres- 
sive and unrelenting opponents the in- 
dependent refiners had to contend 
against. It was thought when he 
pulled out of the Standard and became 
an “independent,” that his knowledge 


of the means which the 8. O 
Co. could employ to crush out 
competition would give him a 


great adventage over less experienced 
outsiders, and that his fight against 
monopoly, which has been very active, 
would be successful. It appears, how- 
ever, that some of the other outsiders 
who operate in the same territory, are 
more successful than he. They were 
not only able to stand up against his 
efforts to crush them when he was a 
Standard man, but to weather the 
fight which ‘“‘downed” him after he 
shook off the shackles of mouopoly and 
began shouting the battle cry of free- 


dom. Nevertheless, in spite of their 
unpleasant memories of him before he 
became an anti-monopolist, they will 
regret his misfortunes now. It is 
stated that he is likely to receive an 
extension from the home creditors of 
the company who are included in the 
confessed judgments of about $400,000 
In addition to this the company owes 
some $200,000. The value of its assets are 
stated to beabout $400,000. The press 
dispatches announce that the company 
will get an extension from the credit- 
ors and that it will probably form the 
nucleus for a large corporation, which 
will be formed to fight the Standard 
on terms of financial equality.

AMERICAN AND RUSSIAN PETRO- 
LEUM IN GERMANY. 


The last number of Das Deutsche 
Handels Aruchio, published by the 
German Ministry for Home Affairs, 
prints a letter from Munich which runs 
as follows : 

“Some Russian petroleum has been imported 
(into Munich), but no more is to be introduced; 
for, though the quality was good it was not al- 
ways the same, nor was the delivery reliable 
enough, and until important agencies are es- 
tablished, guaranteeicg an efficient organiza- 
tion and steadiness of supply, the competition 
of American petroleum will not be vanquished.’ 

Another report from Breslau, in the, 
same official periodical, says : 

“Half the petroleum required (in Breslau) 
comes from Russia; but where small diffcrences 
of price are not decisive, the American product 
is preferred.” 

The REPORTER has all along main- 
tained that the American petroleum 
trade in the German Empire would not 
be seriously interfered with by the in- 
troduction of the inferior Russian arti- 
cle into the German market. The offi- 
cial reports from Munich and Breslau 
show that our position was well taken. 
Had the German Government carried 
out its threat and imposed an addi- 
tional and arbitrary duty upon Ameri- 
can petroleum, there is no doubt but 
that our trade would have suffered, 
while that of Russia would have been 
correspondingly benefitted. Russian 
refiners are industriously seeking new 
avenues through which to introduce 
their product. In time, Russian pe- 
troleum may find a good market in Ger. 
wany. 

The Berlin correspondent of Brad- 
street's, who has been investigating the 
status of the petroleum trade,says that 
‘according to the final reports of Ger- 
man foreign trade in 1884, just pub- 
lished officially, the importation of re- 
fined petroleum into Germany was 
9,250,894 ewt. (against 7,406,098 cwt. in 
1888); of which there came from Rus- 
sia 155,942 ewt. The remaining 9,094,- 
952 ewt. have been almost exclusively, 
directly or indirectly, imported from 
the United States. Russian importa- 
tion in 1884 was, therefore, only 1.7 per 
cent. of the Awerican. And even this 
small result has only been attained by 
the assistance of the German-Russian 
Naphtha Company, established in 
Berlin, which, according to its re- 
port lately published, sold last year 
128,647 cwt. of refined oil and petro- 
leum products. 

‘Tre official publication of commer- 
cial statistics in the German empire 
shows, however, a considerable in- 
crease of Russian petroleum exporta- 
tiun during the first quarter of this 
year (relatively), which is all the more 
noteworthy as the entire importation 
of petroleum during this time has been 
less than during the same period last 
year. From January 1 to March 31 
this year 2,660,220 cwt. of petroleum 
have been imported (against 2,750,738 
ewt. in 1884), of which 90,584 cwt. came 
from Russia (against 38,420 cwt. in 
1884). The whole importation during 
the first quarter of this year shows a 
diminution of 90,518 cwt., but that 
from Russia shows an increase of 52,164 
ewt., that is twofold and a third of last 
year’s. Though the Russian importa- 
tion only amounts to 3}¢ per cent. of 











the American, this increase of more 
than double attracts attention. It is 
impossible to say whether the augmen- 
tation will continue at the same or at 
a higher rate during the whole year.” 

From information obtained from a 
gentleman who has just returned from 
a business trip through the Russian 
petroleum producing region, it is 
learned that the expectations of the 
Russian petroleum exporters are very 
great. The same authority was con- 
vinced, after a thorough look over the 
ground, that the means of transport 
from Baku to Batoum are still insuffi- 
cient, and that considering Russi>n 
management, it is difficult to say when 
they may be improved. American pe- 
troleum refiners have, therefore, noth- 
ing to fear at present, but in future 
they will, of course, have to take Rus- 
sian competition into account. 

The proposed duty of 5 marks ($1 25) 
per cwt. upon empty petroleum bar- 
rels, as coopers’ ware, seems to have 
really been given up. The REPORTER 
always inclined to the belief that the 
onerous duty would never be imposed. 
The Reichstag has recently amended 
the tariff laws. The duty on grain has 
been materially increased. No effort 
was made to change the existing duty 
on petroleum or its products.

DEALERS IN WHITE LEAD WANT 
PROTECTION. 

Some of the city corroders ef lead are 
receiving letters from their larger cus- 
tomers in interior towns of the State, 
complaining that small painters in 
their towns are buying these corroders’ 
brands of lead at as low a price as the 
dealers themselves are charged. This, 
they argue, cuts them off from a class 
of trade which they should be able to 
sell. The corroders apparently recog- 
nize the justice of the complaint, but 
they are powerless to remedy it. The 
cheap lead, although it may be of their 
own brand, is not sold by them but by 
large city jobbers who have bought at 
the lowest price for large quantities 
and are giving their profit to the small 
buyer, or possibly selling without 
profit, as a leader for other goods. It 
is because of this condition of affairs 
that the Eastern corroders want a re- 
bate system established for the whole 
country. Thecorroders of the Western 
and Middle districts are working under 
this system with good results in their 
territory, but it would be difficult to 
operate it at the East without it was 
under a National agreement which 
affected the sales of Western brands in 
Eastern territory as well as the 
Eastern brands. Every day’s experience 
shows more conclusively that the pres- 
ent arrangement is of little value asa 
remedy for the real ills of the trade, and 
that while it does establish a minimum 
price which may prevent loss to the 
corroder, it does not afford a meansof 
placing the trade on a good firm basis 
of profit. If the summer months are 
allowed to pass without forming a sub- 
stantial and permanert organization, 
the competition for the fall trade will, 
we believe, be more agressive than that 
of the past year, and the year will be 
as unsatisfactory and unprofitable as 
any of its predecessors. An early call 
for a National meeting would lend hoe 
to corroders as well as to the mass of 
dealers who are becoming tired of 
doing the lead business without profit.

BOILED OR “BUNG HOLE” 
SEED OIL. 


We are informed by a Western cor- 
respondent that boiled linseed oil from 
the millsisin very light request and 
that the trade has taken to “bung- 
holing.” This is an old term used by 
dealers principally in making a sub- 
stitute for boiled oil, which simply con- 
sists of raw linseed oil and a liquid 
dryer. The process is by no means of 
recent origin. The qualityof the 
manipulated oil depends solely upon 
the grade of liquid dryer used. It can 
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be sold at about two cents less than 
boiled oil, and probably most of it 
reaches consumers as liquid dryer- 
treated oil, but we understand that 
considerable of this bung-hole stock is 
sold on this and other markets ag 
boiled oil. Such a practice is not only 
gross imposition on buyers but it leaves 
honest competition out of the ques- 
tion. [t costs linseed crushers three 
cents per gallon to boil their product, 
which leaves very little if any margin 
for the labor over the price asked for 
the oil. There is no excuse for labeling 
and offering a substitute for boiled oil 
as boiled oil,when it has not been near 
a kettle or fire. That such is frequently 
the case there is no question, and the 
matter has been commented upon 
lately by city manufacturers with 
the view of exposing this base trick of 
the trade. Whether or not the sub- 
stitute acts like the boiled article, it 
should be called by its proper name, 
and especially when it comes in direct 
competition with genuine boiled oil, 
which cannot be sold at the same price. 

The complaints are not from any 
certain source. They come from vari- 
ous directions, and the misrepresenta- 
tion would seem to have a wider scope 
than anticipated. Buyers can guard 
against being misled either by having 
their suspicion aroused by the low price 
or by the close examination of a sam- 
ple. It is all right if ‘‘bung hole” or 
liquid dryer oil is sold as such, and the 
crushers will see to it that boiled oil is 
positively boiled.

CONSOLIDATING THE MENHADEN 
INTERESTS. 

The scheme to form a joint stock 
company of menhaden oil manufactur- 
ers, is again. revived but no active 
measures are being taken to carry it 
into execution. The warmest advo- 
eates of the plan have great faith in 
eoneerted action and do not hesitate 
to claim for this plan the salvation of 
the menhaden industry. About three 
years ago an effort was made to have 
all the owners of factories pool their 
issues, but values were higher then and 
they preferred to go it alone. Now 
that business in that line has reached 
the point when results are fluctuating 
between profit and loss, with the bal- 
ance more in favor of the latter, there 
is a possibility of some means being 
taken to effect a change in the manner 
of conducting this important branch 
of industry, It has been proposed to 
form a syndicate to introduce very 
necessary measures in mastering the 
difficulties which now lie in the path 
of the fisherman. The item of expense 
is the first consideration, and by lim- 
iting operations to a certain number of 
factories, the cost of manufacturing oil 
and scrap would be greatly reduced. 
By adopting a different system of fish- 
ing by fleets, the services of many su- 
perintendents and other extra hands 
could be dispensed with. Instead of 
the present jealous feeling and desire 
to compete, the sale of the products 
could be made through one depart- 
ment and so controlled as to meet the 
price of any substitute on the market 
without loss to the pool. 

Various plans have been talked over 
by the owners of menhaden factories 
but they are slow to adopt any new 
measures of relief, probably believing 
in the survival of the fittest. The fact 
of there being no system to curtail 
unnecessary expenses, or any general 
economical policy, gives cause for fears 
on the part. of those who were formerly 
in the business, that the menhaden 
industry is doomed to enter the whirl- 
pool of disaster. Many thousands of 
dollars have been sunk in the business, 
and the survival of the fittest in this 
instance does not mean a better capac- 
ity for business or more brains at the 
hea: of an enterprise, but the strength 
of the financial backing. Every year 
the number of factories in operation is 
becoming less,and no doubt severa: 























others will drop out at the end of the 
present season, as there are no visible 


evidences of prosperity ahead.

DULL MARKETS. 


With few exceptions, there is still a 
general complaint of dullness in whole- 


sale commercial markets represented 
by this paper. 


tal. A general summary of business 
for the spring months is far from meet- 
ing expectations, and, as the heated 
term is upon us, no material improve- 
ment can take place until autumn. 

In the drug line, jobbers and im- 
Porters have been waiting for some- 


thing to turn up since the opening of 


the year, and they are still waiting. 
Many articles are in a good position 
foran advance, and in an ordinary 
healthy state of things, the drug mar- 
ket would now be showing important 
fluctuations, but there is not sufficient 
interest manifested to give the market 
strength. The movement of goods is 
on such small orders, that original 
packages are now broken by houses 
where such athing was seldom if ever 
done heretofore. 

A representative of a paraffine wax 
and candle manufacturing firm, claims 
that last month was the dullest expe- 
rienced by the house for sixteen years. 
A busy season is not to be expected for 
these products during spring. The ex- 
port movement for wax generally sets 
in during July and August to prepare 
forthe autumn manufacture of can- 
dles, and a revival in the home trade 
follows. Competition and slow sales 
have hammered down prices, and it is 
still questionable if bed rock has been 
reached. 

Lard and greases are comparatively 
dull and without any material strength 
to the markets. Oils which are gene- 
rally affected by the above, show a cor- 
responding sympathy. The old-time 
movement is wanted to give an im- 
petus to trade and make all feel as if 
they really meant business instead of 
going through the forms without sub- 
stantial results. The silver lining to 
the cloud cannot be delayed much 
longer from appearing to view, and 
many are looking hopefully toward 
autumn. 


INCREASING OUR EXPORT TRADE. 


This subject receives proper atten- 
tion in recent United States consular 
reports, just to hand. The results of 
investigations contained therein are 
an answer to the many inquiries of 
interested parties. Importers in some 
foreign countries have complained that 
Americans do not seem to care for 
trade abroad, that the home market is 
about all they can attend to without 
exporting goods. This in«ifference is 
very noticeable in Brazil, where Amer- 
ican goods generally beara good name. 
The Consul, writing from that district, 
encourages manufacturers to coutinue 
putting conscience in their wares, for 
a contrary course would soon terminate 
all business relations between buyers 
and sellers. American houses are not 
inclined to give long credits, and it is 
in this respect chiefly that Europe 
leads. American trade appears to have 
held its own with Brazil, and there are 
indications of an increase. Last year, 
the United States received Brazilian 
products to the amount of fifty-four 
million dollars, while the imports from 
this country to Brazil did not exceed 
ten million dollars, which is a slight 
increase over preyious reports. Her 
power of consumption does not admit 
of rapid increase in the present line of 
imports. By special activity and 
temporary sacrifice, American goods 
may be made to take the place of those 
imported from Europe, but the Consul 
Points out how difficult it will be to 





supplant European trade. 


The trade in Costa Rica is neglected

by American houses, writes another 
Consul, and he urges the establishment 
of well stocked wholesale houses in San 
Jose, where American commercial in- 
terests can be pushed in the cheapest, 
steadiest and surest way known to the 
Jonsul. He says the time is ripe for 
the wholesale houses of the United 
States to take the lead in the Costa 
Rican trades. There being no manu- 
facturing establishments in that coun- 
try it cannot defend itself against a 
press of foreign importation. Abnor- 
mities in the tariff and custom house 
difficulties on account of shippers’ 
mistakes, will easier be overcome and 
corrected, it is alleged, when a power- 
ful wholesale firm right on the spot 
advocates equity, instead of leaving 
such matters to the retail dealers of 
conflicting interests. 

In regard to the increase of American 
trade in Holland, our merchants are 
informed that the only way is to bring 
their goods before the eyes of the 
Dutch people, who are afraid to pur- 
chase any new article before seeing it. 
Catalogues and fancy show cards will 
not sell goods in Holland; agents must 
be on the spot with a plentiful supply 
of articles, if any business is desired. 
The suggestions of the U. 8. Consuls 
are worthy of serious consideration.

The only works 
Mable tu run through the summer is the Mead 
ville (Pa.) Belgian glass factory. The factory is 
now running with union and non-union men 
and at a large reduction. 

Richard Henry Hands, the managing clerk, 
and who has recently been acting also as night 
clerk of Henry V. Crawford’s drug store, at the 
southeast corner of Hudson and North Moore 
streets, this city, was found Sunday morning 
sitting ina chair ina back room of the store 
with his throat cut from ear to ear. 

Asummary has been printed in European 
newspapers of the results of the workings in 
1884 of the largest lead-mining company in the 
world, the Mechernich Company, of the Eifel 
Mountains, Germany. The smelting works 
turned out 26,200 metric tons of lead and 5.25 
tons of silver, the number of workmen em- 
ployed being 3,297. 

Messrs. Sharp Brothers, of Southampton Row, 
have sent out to the seldiers in the Soudana 
large quantity of their coal-tar, carboliv, and 
toilet soaps. The order came to them through 
the Privy Purse Office, and was said to be sent 
at the special request of the Queen.—Loudon 
Chemist and Druggist. 

Corn cobs contain 63 per cent. of alkaline 
salts, of which 45 per cent. are carbonate of pot- 
ash; 7.5 per cent. of phosphate of lime, 2 per 
cent. sulphate of lime, 8 per cent. carbonate of 
magnesia, 30 per cent. of silica, and over 6 per 
cent. ot carbon. They are consequently valu- 
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able for fertilizing purposes when burned ani 
the ashes carefully saved. 


Mr. Edwin “Taylor, of Wm. Taylor & Sons. 
returned home on Thursday last after an absense 
of about six weeks at the South. He does not 
anticipate many new cottonseed mills building 
this year, as the prospects are not encouraging 
for those who have capital to invest, and the 
adventurers without capital can find easier 
fields to operate in. 


The Panhandle Glass Works at Wellsburg, 
was sold Thursday for $16,526 at the front door 
of the Wellsburg Court Mouse. There was lively 
bidding by parties from Steubenville, New 
Castle and St. Louis, Mo., but a number of the 
old stockholders combined to save their inter- 
ests from the sacrifice and became the purchas- 
ers at the aforesaid figure. 


The Golden Gate Acid Works of San Francis- 
co, were almost totally destroyed by fire re- 
cently. The stock in the acid works was badly 
aamaged. A large number of nitric and muri- 
atic acid retorts and their contents were de- 
stroyed,and the brick walls of the buildings 
caved in. The Nevada bank owned the works, 
which were insured. The damage will amount 
Probably to $12,000. 


The New Jersey Steamboat Transportation 
Co. is anew opposition line to Staten Island, 
Constable Hook and other places on the north 
shore. The boats ure fast and well fitted out. 
They have a landing at the dock of the Penn- 
sylvania Oil Co., in Elizabethport, N, J., and 
run from pier 18 North river. This line will be 
very convenient to oil refiners and other man- 
ufacturers who find it necessary to make trips 
to these points. 


The action of Governor Pattison in signing 
the Lill prohibiting the manufacture and sale 
in Pennsylvania of oleomargarine, has created 
indignation among the wholesale provision 
dealers in Philadelphia, who have been extens- 
ively engaged in exporting and selling the pro- 
duct on commission. The bill makes it a pun- 
ishable offense for any one to have in their pos- 
session the article in any shape after July 1 
next. 

The New York correspondent of the Virginia 
Medical Monthly relates that on personal in- 
quiry at forty of our drug stores he learned of 
289 cases of the opium habit. Three-fourths of 
the habitues were found to be women, and 
many of these were not of good character. 
Morphia was the form of opium most largely 
called for, and some of the victims used sixty 
grains a day—enough to kill thirty people. 


Thompson & Campbell, successors to Kreider, 
Campbell & Co., Philadelphia, are remodelling 
and refitting with their improved machinery 
the paint and color works of Messrs. John T. 
Lewis & Bro., of Philadelphia, recently de- 
stroyed by fire. They haye also repaired and 
putin operation again the oil mill which was 
partly destroyed by fire at thesame time. We 
think this speaks well of the firm after serving 
them for about 20 years. 


The American fishery interests in Canadian 
waters will be left defenseless by the expiration 
of the Treaty of Washington on the Ist of July 
next. In alluding to the subject, Captain Bab- 
sor, collector at Gloucester, Mass., says: “The 
United States should waive all so called privi- 
leges under existing treaties, which are wholly 
and totally worthless, and demand for our fish- 
ermen in Canadian ports all the rights which 
Canadian vessels have in American ports.” 


Messrs. Grace Bros. & Co., in their Callao 
circular, dated May 2, say: “No final action has 
been taken by the Chilian Government in refer- 
ence to the continuance of guano shipments, 
the tenders which were opened on the 15th ult. 
having been confined to proposals for the con- 
signment of the 400,000 tons, with the exception 
of one offer for the purchase of 6),000 tons. 
The matter is consequently still in abeyance ” 


Among the many important trade interests 
in Cincinnati we note the heavy transactions 
of Mesers. R. A. Holden & Co., who are exten- 
sive dealers in ginseng and beeswax. Their 
traveler, Mr. Leadman, who is particularly en- 
gaged in the collection of ginseng, is one of 
those genial gentlemen whose rough experi- 
ence among the Hoosiers who dig this mysteri- 
ous root has only tended to render more pol- 
ished his naturally urbane and pleasant chrac- 
ter. 


The new opium treaty between England ana 
China is not yet concluded. This new conven- 
tion assumes the form of an additional article 
to the Chefoo treaty and abolishes all the bar- 
riers heretofore existing against the free diffu- 
sion of opium throughout the Chinese Empire 
inland. The treaty also settles a uniform rate 
of lekin of 60 taels per chest and maintains the 
existing customs duty of 30 taels. It is prob- 
able that China will extend a simila~ system of 
trade to other goods imported by Englieh mer- 
chants. 


Messrs. Burroughs, Wellcome & Co. of Lon- 
don, have issued a Spanish blue book, which ig 
typical evidence of their skill and business en- 
terprise. In this connection it may be stated 
that the progress made by this firm bas rather 
astonished merchants in England. A corres- 
pondent writing from London confirms this by 
stating that “Eng!ish people seem to view the 
enterprise of Burroughs, Wellcome & Co. with 
surprise.” They are agents for Fairchild, 
Bros. & Foster of this city, and the latter firm 
represent the London house here. 


The wage committee of window glass manu- 
acturers was appointed at a meeting in Pitts- 





burg last week. The committee consists of 
Messrs. Wightman, Chambers and Stewart, of 
Pittsburg, and :Messrs. Catlin, DePauw and 
Kelly representing the West. The Eastern 
representatives have not yet been appointed. 
This committee will meet a similar body from 
the workers, and arrange a scale of wages for 
the year beginning September 1. Tbe manu- 
facturers have been talking of a reduction, but 
haye not made any such proposition. Trade 
may brighten up during the next three months.

Luiz D’Oliveira, a swartby Spaniard who has 
beena manufacturer of sauces, and with a few 
companions started the International Tallow 
and Soap Company a few years agc, with a cap- 
italon paper of $500,000, has been on trial for 
several days before Recorder Smyth in the 
Court of General Sessions ona charge of forge 
ry. The jury disagreed and he was discharged 


Aslice of a whale’s heart was placed in the 
museum at Oxford University. It was one inch 
wide, and cut from the aorta. It looked like a 
chila’s hoop, and was taken from an average 
whale. 

In opposing the motion for a new trial of E. 
A. Boyd, the New York glass importer, Mr. 
Elihu Root, the United States district attorney, 
said that the Boyds got the contract to furnish 
the government 9,222 square feet of glass for 
$4,181, duty free. They did actually furnish 
9,102 square feet. But they brought into this 
country in April, 1884, twenty-nine cases of 
glass, and writing to their agent, Gannon, at 
Washington, he obtained for them a free per- 
mit from the secretary of the treasury, and 
subsequently they got another free permit for 
thirty-five cases. The fraud was that these 
cases contained 800 square feet each, while the 
cases furnished to the post office building con- 
tained but 100 square feet each, and the super- 
vising architect and the secretary of the treas- 
ury were both deceived in this respect. 


The Western Alcohol Export Association was 
in session in Cincinnati last week. An agree- 
ment was reached to continue through June at 
the present rate of production which is 20 per 
cent. of the capacity. This will produce 80,00) 
gallons daily, which is less than the average 
consumption. The association reports that it 
will be out of debt next month. Resolutions 
were passed that no whiskey should be made 
forany purpose above the 20 per cent. allow- 
ance, and that there should be no sales or pur- 
chases of capacities of distilleries not operated. 
There are now 5,000 barrels of high wines sur- 
plus, and the intention is to clear off this sur- 
plusand the daily production during June. 
Thirty-seven of the 52 members of the pool 
were present and the meeting was harmonious. 


Theodore Wenzel, of Walhalla, N. C., recently 
purchased in Swaim county, N. C., 60,00 acres 
of land, upon which he proposes to erect an 
immense establishment for the manufacture of 
fancy Bavarian glass. He has been in Charles- 
ton, 8. C., for several days, with a view to mak- 
ing arrangements for the commencement of 
two factory buildings. Wenzel intends leaving 
for Europe to secure skilled workers in glass 
from the factories of Bavaria and Austria. 
These he will bring to Walhalla and Swaim 
counties for the purpose of instructing Ameri- 
can workers as to the manufacture of Bavarian 
glassware. He says there is no establishment 
in the country similar to the one he purposes 
operating. 


Notwiths‘anding the great depression in the 
alkali trade, the guardians have recently in- 
creased the rateable value of chemical works 
about 50 per cent. The manufacturers are de- 
termined to resist this, and have formed an 
association for opposing the increase. One 
firm appealed last year, and after a protracted 
and costly inquiry the court made a very large 
deductiop. This decision the guardians will 
not accept, and they have again raised the 
same firm’s works very considerably. These 
appeal cases are very costly. Last year the 
Assessment Committee’s legal expenses were 
nearly £7,000 amounting to 244d in the pound 
on the whole rateable value of the union. It 


is unfortunate that at a time when the trade of 
Winnes is in such a deplorable condition, the 
streets swarming with men out of employment, 
and the outlook so gloomy, that the guardians 
should take thie opportunity ot harrassing a 


threatened industry, and burdening the rate- 


payers with costly litigation.—Widnes (Eng.)

They claim to haye a 
process for the treatment of Canadian oil which 
will make it the superior of any illuminant on 
the market. 

Lane & Mehan are the lucky owners of a 
four barrel well which was completed last week 
within the corporate limits of Franklin. Fif- 
teen years ago a well was drilled on the town 
flats, but it was not drilled deep enough. The 
new venture produces heavy oil. Town lots 
have gone up in price. 

A. L. Campbell & Co. are completing a well 
on the J. B. Campbell farm, situated about one 
mile north of Fairview, Pa. The well is show- 
ing fora 40-barrel pumper. It is not far dis- 
tant from the well in which a steel cable was 
used some time ago by a company determined 
to drill in search of the Bradford sand. 


The National Transit Company is construct- 
ing a line to the storage tanks erected and filled 
by the McCalmont Oil Company, along the 
river bank between Warren and Irvinton. fur 
the purpose of removing the oil therein. These 
tanks were filled during the overflow of the 
Cherry Grove field three years ago thissummer. 


““What’s this?”’ asked a visitor in the oil coun- 
try as he commenced tapping a tin can which 
a friend held in his band. “N. G.,” replied the 


other. “Which means ‘no good’ I suppose ?” 
continued the inquirer, as he kicked it. ‘Oh, 
no,’”’ answered the other. *‘What then?” *‘ Ni- 


tro glycerine.” “Oh.” And he walked away.

The Barnsdall & Stewart well on the Mavgle 
farm in Butler county,jwas finished a few 
weeks ago, pronounced a small well and re- 
ported a failure. McBride & Co. purchased it 
at about original cost, $4,000, tubed the well 
with a packer, exhausted the salt water, when 
the well commenced to flow aud has been doing 
160 barrels daily. 

The production of the middle oil field is in- 
creasing slowly and will continue go to do until 
the territory isall drilled. The increase is quite 
moderate, however, as the average of the new 
wells for the first thirty days will not exceed 
five and a haif barreis per diem, From that 
point back to three barrels they seem to hold 
on with given tenacity for a year or more. 


The Fertig & Henne test on the Shippen 
farm, a mile or sonortheast of and on a straight 
45 degree line from the Cogley Run develop- 
ment, in Clarion County, has been finished and 
isdry. Its failure shuts off absolutely any ex- 
tension tothe northeast of the Cogley tun 
pool, which is now hemmed in by an impassa- 
ble cordon of dry holes on every side. 


A remarkable oil discovery recently, says an 
excharge, is that found in the Arago oil basin, 
in Wyoming Territory. In a shaft put down 
on the east side of Bath creek to a depth of 12 
feet, oi] flows in of exceptionally high specific 
gravity. It is when first exposed, of a brown- 
ish color, and can be cut with a knife like but- 
ter. It gradually turns black on exposure, and 
has little odor when it first comes from the 
shaft. 

A thick green slum on the surface of a pool 
of stagnant water excited the curiosity of 
James Andrews, a farmer who lives at Vance’s 
Station, in Alabama. The cows refused to 
drink the water. While burning brush he 
threw sume burning branches into the pool. 
Then, according to local reports the water 
broke outinto a bright blaze. Investigation 
developed the fact that the stagnant pool con- 
tained petroleum. The usual “excitement’’ 
prevails. 

There is no truth in the report that the Titus- 
ville Oil Exchange is to be converted into an 
opera house. The Exchange, says the Herald, 
was never in a better financial condition than 
to-day. The story may have arisen from the 
fact that the floor committee recently per- 
mitted the main hall to be used in the evening 
for a charity concert. A new opera house, to 
be built in another part of Titusville, is, how 
ever, projected. 

The approaching death of the Pittsburg Oil 
Exchange revives memories of two other ex- 
changes which were established during the 
flush days of high priced oil, The success of 












Petroleum Exchange, an institution sired by 
Capt. J. J. Vandergrift, to enter the field and, 
kill the parent exchange. 


Allen Wilson, 66 years old, died at Warren 
Pa., March 27. The deceased was a prominent 
operator during the oil excitement of Parker’s 
Landing, Martinsburg, Petrolia, Fairview, Mil- 
lerstown and Greece City. He accumulated 
considerable wealth during these developments. 
The great Bullion excitement of 1877 found him 
with large bundles of oil, the depression in 
value of which swept away the fortunes of the 
adventurer within a fortnight. When the war 
came, Mr. Wilson enlisted, and at its close 
moved to Butler, where he successfully filled 
the offices of justice of the peace and prothon- 
otary. Last winter he served at the front as 
an oil scout. A wife and six children survive. 


Twenty-four oil leases with their transfers 
have been filed in the County Recorder’s office 
at Pittsburg. They were for 1,030 acres of land 
in the townships of Ohio,Aleppo,Sewickley and 
Franklin,of Allegheny County. These proper- 
ties surround the Mt. Nebo well. The lessee is 
8S. W. Cook and the papers, by the transfers, 
have been given over to Captain J. J. Vander- 
grift, of Pittsburg, and Messrs. A. F. Allen 
Brown and Charles H. Tew,both of Jamestown, 
N. Y. The terms of these leases are that they 
shall continue binding from 10 years from the 
dates of leasing, which commence November 
4, 1884, and run up through December of the 
same year and January, February and March 
of 1885. The terms of the transfer are that 
one-halfinterest goes to J.J. Vandergrift and 
the other two gentlemen get each a fourth. 
The situation at the well remains unchanged. 


Andy Gartlan and John H. Markham drilled 
a well on Murpby’s “faro layout.” It was lo- 
cated on the nine spot, which in this case has 
turned out a lucky card. The well was drilled 
with unusual rapidity, reaching the sand in 
thirty-six days. On May 2 the drill struck the 
oil rock and penetrated a few inches, when the 
hole filled up with fluid in a remarkably short 
time. The well was cased 1.550 feet with 444 
casing and a packer adjusted, making the hole 
free of all water and dry as acork. The char- 
acter of the sand found is averred by Mr. 
Markham to be of the finest quality yet ex- 
tracted on the Mangel farm. The well has av- 
eraged 800 barrels aday. The old “mystery” 
Markham well on the Lavery farm, that has 
produced great quantities of oil, is 600 feet due 
north of the ‘Nine Spot.” Phillips No.1, on 
Lavery, a short distance from the “Nine Spot,’’ 
started off large ashort time ago, and is still 
producing 300 bbis daily. 


Mr. John D. Shirley, of Warren, a veteran 
operator, has purchased a six-acre tract at 
Glade Run and will drill two wells. The prop- 
erty is located in 4efined territory. Borcher & 
Smith have abandoned the old Donovan well, 
in the Glade pool, and drawn thecasing. The 
same parties torpedoed the old Ballard well, 
which they purchased some time ago, and 
started her off at 50 barrels aday. It is now 
doing 20 barrels. The Glade sand is of a 
peculiar formation. All the wells that are 
worth pumping there at present are those 
which occupy a central position. Those on the 
extremities on either side are merely striplings, 
hardly paying the milking process, while the 
few scattered along the central line are quite 
productive. The oil flows to the center,a 
circumstance quite in contrast with some other 
fields we know of. Smith & Borcher shot one 
of their Glade wells in the upper or Glade 
stratum of sand last week, and failing to get 
enough oil to pay for pumping, pulled up 
stakes and anether Glade well has been aban- 
doned. This makes the tenth well that has 
been plugged for all time in that section, and 
more will quickly follow.

Another Decision in the Acid Magenta 


Case. 


In the case of Halliday versus Matheson, for 
alleged contempt of court in violating an in- 
junction against the sale of acid magenta, tried 
some months ago in the United States Circuit 
Court of this district, Judge Wheeler decided 
that there had been no contempt for the reason 
that the goods sold were not of an infri. ging 
make, but were made by the patentees them- 
selves abroad, and sold tu the defendant with- 
out restriction. The case was then brought 
again into court on a motion for a preliminary 
injunction pending a suit for infringement, 
and Judge Wallace has handed down a decision 
reaffirming the decision of Judge Wheeler, and 
establishing an interesting and important point 
of law which has a wide application in the dye- 
stuffs, as well as other branches of trade. The 
opinion is as follows: 


This motion for a preliminary injunction 
raises the question whether the owner ofa 
patent in the United States, for an invention, 
who has sold the patented article in England 
without restriction or conditions, c n treat as 
an infringer one who has purchased the article 
in England of a vendee of the patentee, and 
can restrain him from using or selling the arti- 
cle here. This question has been decided ad- 
versely to the complainant in this court upon a 
motion to punish the defendants for contempt 
in violating an injunction obtained in a former 
suit between the parties; and it was held by 
Jud Wheeler in substance that the sale 
carried all the rights to the article which the 
complainants, the vendors, bad including the 
right to use it or sell it whenever the complain- 
ants could do so. (Holliday vs. Matheson, 
Opinion Ms.) That decision is controlling upou 
this motion, but it is proper to add that the 
reasons upon which it proceeds are satisfac- 
tory and would prevail if the question were an 
original one between these parties and in this 


court 
When the owner gelis an article without any 
reservation respecting its use or the title whic’ 
ig to pass, the Pe acquires the whole 
right of the vendor in the thing sold; the right 
to use it, to repair it and to sell it to others; and 
second purchasers acquire the rights of the 
seller and may do with the article whatever the 
first purchaser could have lawfully done if he 
ad not parted with it. The presumption 
arising from such a sale is that the vendor in- 
tends to part with all his rights in the thing 
sold, and that the purchaser is to acquire an 
un jualified property in it; and it would be in- 
consistent with the presumed understanding of 
the parties to permit the vendor to retain the 
wer of restriction the purchaser to using the 
hing bought in a particular way or in a par- 
ticular place, for a limited period of time, or 
from selling his rights to others. It is quite 
immaterial whether the thing sold is a patented 
article or not; or whether the vendor is the 
owner of a patent which gives him a monopoly 
of its use and sale. If these circumstances hap- 
1p to concur the legal effect of the transaction 
is not changed unless by the conditions of the 
bargain the monopoly right is impressed upon 
the thing pure ; and if the vendor sells 
without reservation or restriction he parts with 
his monopoly so far as it canin any way qualify 
the rights of the purchaser. 

The purchaser does not acquire any right in 
the monopoly but he does acquire the right of 
unrestricted ownership in the article he buys as 
against the vendor, invluding as an inseparable 
incident the right to use and enjoy it and to 
transfer his title to others.

Manganese. 
(Contributed by the author.)

Although it is not of such general use as iron 
or copper or many other metals, and may even 
be said to be comparatively unknown, man- 
ganese, either in its metallic state or in com- 
bination with oxygen, has become of great 
and increasing importance, on account of its 
applicability to many and widely-varying 
branches of manufacture, and modern science, 
ready to turn everything to useful account, is 
daily finding new fields for its employment. 

As a metal, alloyed with iron, it furnishes 
the spiegeleisen and ferro-manganese used in 
steel-making, and of late years it has been 
alloyed with copper, furnishing manganese 
bronze, which from its resistence to wear and 
corrosion, can be put to a variety of uses, and 
is coming largely into favor Asan oxide, it is 
directly or indirectly even more useful than as 
ametal. Nearly all the chlorine consumed by 
the great English manufacturers of bleaching 
powder is obtained by means of its binoxide. 
Glass makers, as we shall see, find this same 
binoxide one of their most essential materials, 
and it is also extensively used in making var- 
nishes from linseed oil, or in the preparation 
of oxygen. Many salts of manganese are used 
in dyeing, or as disinfectants, or even in medi- 
cine; nearly all of them are prepared from the 
binoxide which is the principal ore of mangan- 
ese,and which very fortunately is generally 
found in so pure a natural state as to require 
only a slight dressing at the mine, or at most 
only pulverizing to be ready for the market. 

In itself, manganese is a metal allied to iron 
in most of its characteristics, It has a whitish- 
gray colorand a specific gravity of about 8.0. 
It is very hard, slightly magnetic, and ex- 
tremely difficult of fusion. It has a great 
affinity for oxygen and is easily attacked by 
acids. With the exception of small quantities 
alloyed with iron in certain meteorites, it has 
never been found in a native state, but in the 
form of one or another of its oxides it occurs 
more or less abundantly in almost every part 
of the world. 

Manganese unites with oxygen in no less 
than six different proportions, but in three of 
these only does it occur as a mineral. The 
protoxide MnO is merely of theoretical inter- 
est, and the oxides MnO; and Mn,0,, corre- 
sponding respectively to manganates and per- 
manganates, need not occupy our attention at 
present. The others, namely the binoxide, 
MnOxg, the sesquioxide, Mn,O3, and the red 
oxide Mn,0, corresponding to the magnetic 
oxide of iron Fe,0,, are all common ores of 


manganese. 

The most important of these is the binoxide, 
or Pyrolusite, which in its purest 
state has a ateel-gray color sometimes 


approaching a siate-blue, and crystallizes 


in long, needle-like prisms, compactly 
grouped, and having a somewhat radiated 
structure. It is brittle, easily pulverized 


and often so soft as to make a mark upon pa- 
per. Less pure specimens are harder more 
amorphous, blacker in color, or sometimes 
even brown from mixture with the red oxide, 
and often contain carbonate of lime, silica, 
oxide of irun, phosphorus, or other impurities. 
The specific gravity of pyrolusite varices from 
4.50 to 5.50, that of the chemically pure binox- 
ide being 4.97. Its hardness varies from 134 to 
5%. Theoretically binoxide of manganese con- 
tains 63.22 per cent. metallic manganese and 
36.78 per cent. oxygen; it is insoluble in water, 
soluble with decomposition in acids, and is re- 
duced at ared heat to the red oxide, Mns O,, 
with the loss of one-third or 12.26 per cent. of 
its oxygen. It decomposes muriatic acid, lib- 
erating half, or by the aid of sulphuric acid,the 
whole of the chlorine therein contained. 


Other important ores are: Psilomelane, @ 
denser and uncrystalized form of the binoxide, 
generally containing water. Wad, or bog- 
Manganese, a hydrated binoxide, very soft, 
amorphous and usually exceedingly impure. 
Asbolite, a variety of wad containing cobalt. 
Braunite, the sesquioxide, and manganite, its 
hydrate. Haussmanite, the red oxide. Less 
important ores are manganese-spar, the car- 
bonate; rhodonite, the silicate; hauerite, or 
manganese-blend, the sulphide. 

As I have said, pyrolusite and the other ores 
of manganese are widely disseminated. In 
Europe the market is principally supplied by 
Saxony from the mines at Iilmenau and Elgers- 
berg with an ore of fair quality, though not so 
good now as formerly. France, Hungary, Bo- 
hema, Norway, Sweden and Turkey a'so fur- 
nish considerable ore. The largest European 
mines are in Spain and Portugal, and some of 
the Spanish ore is of fine quality and is mostly 
consumed in England. From Russia mangan- 
ese was first exported in 1880, the ore being of 
superior quality, some of it averaging from 92 
to 98 per cent binoxide. The exportation is 
about 1300 tons per annum. In England man- 
ganese occurs in several places, notably in 
Devon, Cornwall and Somerset, or as wad in 
Cumberland. It is also found in Aberdeen- 
shire, Scotland, and in many small deposits in 
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Ireland. A small quantity comes from Austra- 
lia, also from Braziland Chili. From the mines 
in New Zealand from 2000 to 2500 tons are 
shipped yearly to England, and are used in the 
Production of bleaching powder. This ore is 
said to average 80 per cent. binoxide and to be 
of fine quality. 

In the United States manganese is found in 
Vermont, New Hampshire, Massachusetts and 
Connecticut. From the last State a good ore is 
obtained suitable for steel. California ore is 
rather hard and contains iron, but some of it 
tests 70 per cent. The best United States ore is 
from Virginia and Tennessee, often showing 90 
per cent., but somewhat hard. 

A very superior quality of ore comes from 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia. The mines 
in Kings County. N. B., yield about 2000 tons 
yearly, and the Nova Scotia (Cape Tenny) about 
300. These ores are largely consumed in 
the United States. I have frequently had 
occasion to examine these provincial ores 
as wellassome of the best Russian and other 
foreign samples. Many of them exhibit the 
bright steel gray fibrous crystals of pyrolusite 
and in powder have the peculiar ‘‘blue’’ color 
only to be seen in the best ore. About three- 
quarters of allthesamples showed above 70 per 
cent binoxide, while tests of 80 to 90 per cent 
were not uncommon. The highest observed 
percentage being 98.25. In these high test soft 
crystal ores it is rare to find either phosphorus 
or iron in more than traces. Some of the hard- 
erand apparently poorer specimens test from 
65 to 75 per cent and in fact though a fine crys- 
tal is a sign of high quality, yet the hardness of 
an oreis not necessarilya sign of poorness: 
though it may not be so easily reducible to fine 
powder, and consequently may be somewhat 
difficult to dissolve ina glass-me)t. Indeeda 
soft ore may, from its hydroscopic nature, 
sometimes test somewhat low, the amount of 
moisture it has absorbed lessening its relative 
proportion of binoxide. 

The great importance of pyrolusite to glass- 
makers has given it the nickname of “glass- 
maker's soap,”’ (le savon des verriers,) and al- 
though its action cannot be said to be precisely 
that of a soap, yet it does free flint glass from 
objectionable color in a very remarkable man- 
ner. Itis generally the case that not only the 
sand, but the pearlash and sometimes the red 
lead used in making up a “batch” for flint glass 
are impureand contain more or less iron,which 
would give the glass, when melted, a greenish 
tinge due to silicate of protoxide ofiron. It 
has been found that the addition of a very 
small amount (about 4 per cent or less) of bi- 
noxide of manganese will remove this color 
and render the glass purely white and free 
from any tint. It was formerly supposed that 
the binoxide acted by giving up its loosely 
combined oxygen, thus ‘converting the 
ferrous silicate into a ferric state, in 
which it would have a _ less perceptible 
color when in small quantities, but the re- 
searches of Liebig have shown that this effect 
is dueto a different cause; other oxidizing 
agents, suchas red lead, will not remove the 
green color, or at best will only modify it toa 
more yellow shade. Liebig found that the re- 
sultizg white color of the glass is in reality an 
optical effect, the slight purple tint due to sili- 
cate of manganese masking the color caused 
by the iron, the two being superposed and pro- 
ducing white light, However, this may be no- 
thing but binoxide of manganese has the de- 
sired effect, and so it has become to glass-mak- 
ers one of their most important articles. 

It is natural that, especially for the produc- 
tion of the finest glass,manufacturers should 
wish to have ali their raw material as pure as 
possible; therefore they buy with great care, 
and as regards manganese are ready to refuse 
any article showing what they consider a maxi- 
mum limit of iron.—generally one per cent. It 
seems to me that this limit is placed too low, 
and that sven two or three per cent of iron in a 
manganese will do little or no harm tothe glass. 
In support of this theory I have examined sever- 
al published receipts for ‘‘batches’’ and several 
analyses of flint glass, and here give a few of 
these figures in order to show what a small 
amount of manganese is used, and what a still 
smaller amount of iron would be introduced

In the first of these, 901.05 parts of the mix- 
ture contain 0.6 parts of binoxide, or .066 per 
cent of the whole. In the second 217.5 parts 
contain 0.5 parts binoxide, or 0 28 percent, In 
the third, which is the largest proportion of 
manganese I could find among twenty receipts, 


the percentage of manganese is 6.79. Upon ex- 
amining twelve published analyses of flint 
glass, I find the highest percentage of iron ox- 
ide given as 0.2, others being 0.4 and 0.5 per 
cent. Now let us suppose receipt III. to have 
been made up with a binoxide perfectly free 
from iron, and the resulting glass to show upon 
analysis the greatest amount of iron mentioned 
above, namely, 0.8 per cent. All this iron may 
have come from the sand used, but not from 
the manganese, But suppose that our manga- 
nese had contained 2 per centofiron. Then 
we should have added to our mixture 2 per 
cent of 6.79 per cent, or in all only 0.135 per cent 
of iron, and—neglecting the amounts of car- 
bonic acid from the chalk, &c., which go off in 
the process of melting—when we analyze our 
glass we shall find the amount of iron increased 
to 0.935 per cent, or only 135-800, or about 1-6th 
greater than when a pure Manganese was used. 
The remaining 98 per cent of binoxide in our 
pyrolusite would certainly be enough to whiten 
this extra amount as well as the original iron. 
Again, suppose this 0.8 per cent of iron had 
been found in a glass made from receipt I. with 
pure manganese, A manganese with 2 percent 
of iron would only increase it by 2 per cent of 
0.066 per cent, or 0.0013 per cent, and the total 
ironin the finished glass would be 0.8013 per 
cent in place of 0.8 per cent, a very minute in- 
crease which could altogether be corrected, 
even supposing it necessary. by a very slight 
extra addition of manganese. I have pur- 
posely taken these extreme cases, and it seems 
to me that ordinarily a manganese would de- 
colorize its own iron, and that even 2 or 3 per 
cent in an ore need not be feared by the glass 


makers.

The Window Glass Industry in Bel- 
gium. 


-Mr. J. d’Angelis, French consulate at Charle- 
roi, Belgium, has addressed, under date of 
March 25, the following report on the Belgian 
glass industry in 1884: 

“The situation of the glass industry in Bel- 
gium is very critical and would be absolutely if 
the workmen, badly advised, continued, as they 
are doing, to refuse any reduction of labor, pre- 
ferring to share their earnings with 801 of their 
fellow workmen who are idle, rather than con- 
sent to a reduction ¢ f salary which would give 
employment to all of them. 

“By an anomaly which will seem strange, the 
year 1884 has been pretty good for the window 
glass industry. Of the 208 furnaces existing for 
window glass, there have been after the spring 
strike, 156 running; the average for the year 
has been 135, who at the rate of 12,000 square 
metres per furnace and per month have pro- 
duced about 19,400,000 square metres, weighing 
116,000 tons, and of a value of about 29,000,000 
francs. 

“The exportation of window glass, which had 
been of 97,000 tons in 1882 and of 105,366 tons in 
1883, has reached 11,443 tons in 1884. 

“In these figures Great Britian is represented 
in 1+82 by 30.315 tons; in 1883 by 27,680 tons, in 
1884 by 30,661 tons. 

“The exportation to the United States which, 
as might be said, regulate the market, has been 
in 1882 24,055 tons; in 1883 31,305 tons; in 1884 
35,537 tons. 

“It is a fact that the effects of the strikes of 
the American glass workmen have made them- 
selves felt more than would have been thought. 

“It is true that this strike ended in February, 
1884, but asthe heated term always causes a& 
stoppage of the fabrication from June to Sep. 
tember, several Ameri*an manufacturers have 
found it too onerous to incur, for three or four 
months, the expenses of starting up their works 
and have preferred to await September to re- 
commence work. This accounts for the con- 
tinuation of orders received all summer in 
Belgium and the important figures of exporta 
tions indicated above. 

“The average selling price which was about 
17 francs per 100 feet, in the early part of 1884, 
had fallen to 15 francs at the close of the strike 
in the United States and to 14 francs in las 
December. 

“As to the manufacturing cost, it stays 
betwcen 14 and 15 francs per 100 feet and there 
is no reduction to be hoped for in the price of 
materials which are at the lowest price. The 
only modification to be awaited for is in the 
labor, which comes in for about 45 to 48 per 
cent in the mannfacturing cost. 

“Although the business is dull, we learn with 
pleasure that there are still some factories which 
are realizing good benefits. Among these are 
the three following whose inventory we have 
before us: 

“Verreries de Jemmapes, 45,000 francs net 
profit with two furnaces. Verreries de Mar- 
chienne, 89,000 francs with 5 furnaces. Verreries 
de Charleroi (Discipline), 212,000 france with 7 
furnaces.” 

In this connection we give the balance sheets 
of two prominent Belgian factories for 1884, 
which afford an interesting exhibit.

Natural Gas Fuel and its Application 
to Manufacturing Purposes.* 


BY MR, ANDREW CARNEGIE, NEW YORK, 

In these days of depression in manufactur- 
ing, the world over, it is specially cheering to 
be able to dwel! upon something of a pleasant 
character. Listen, therefore, while I tell you 
about the natural gas fuel which we have re- 
cently discovered in the Pittsburg district. 
That Pittsburg should have been still further 
favored in the matter of fuel seems rather un- 
tair, for she has long been noted for the cheap- 
est fuel in the world. The actual cost of coal, 
to such as mine their own, has been between 4s 
and 5s per ton; while slack, which has always 
been very largely used for making gas in Sie- 
mens furnaces and under boilers, has ranged 
from 2s to 28 6d per ton. Some mills situated 
near the mines or upon the rivers for many 
years received slack coal at a cost not exceed- 
ing 1s 6d perton. It is this cheap fuel which 
natural gas has come to supplant. It is now 
many years since the pumping-engines at oil 
wells were first run by gas, obtained in small 
quantities from many of the holes which failed 
to yield oil. In several cases immense gas wells 
mere found near the oi) district; but some 
years elapsed before there occurred to any one 
the idea of piping it to the nearest manufactur- 
ing establishments, which were those about 
Pittsburg. Several years ago the product of 
several gas wells in the Butler region was 
piped to two mi.ls at Sharpsburg, five miles 
from the city of Pittsburg, and there used as 
fuel, but not with such triumphant success as 
to attract much attention to the experiment. 
Failures of supply, faults in the tubing, and 
imperfect appliances for use at the mills com- 
bined to make the new fuel troublesome. Seyen 
years ago a company drilled for oil at Murrays- 
ville, about eighteen miles from Pittsburg. A 
depth of 1,320 feet had been reached when the 
drills were thrown high in the air, and the der- 
rick broken to pieces and scattered around by 
a tremendous explosion of gas. The roar of 
escaping gas was heard in Munroville, five 
miles distant. After four pipes, each 2 inches 
in diameter, had been laid from the mouth of 
the well and the flow directed through them, 
the gas was ignited and the whole district for 
miles round was lighted up. This valuable 
fuel, although within nine miles of our [steel- 
rail mills at Pittsburg, was permitted to waste 
for five years. It may well be asked why we 
did not at once secure the property and utilize 
this fuel; but the business of conducting it to 
the mills and there using it was not well under-

tsood until recently. Besides this, the cost ofa 
line was then more than double what it is now; 
we then estimated that £140,000 would be re- 
quired to introduce the new fuel. The cost to- 
day does not exceed £1,500 per mile. As our 
caal was not costing us more than 3s per 
ton of finished rails, the inducement was 
not in our opinion great enough to justify 
the expenditure of so much capital and 
taking the risk of failure uf the supply. Two 
years ago men who had more knowledge of the 
oil-wells than ourselves, had sufficient faith in 
the contiouty of the gas-supply to offer to fur- 
nish us witb gas forasum per year equal to 
that hitherto annually paid for coal until the 
amount expended by them on piping had been 
repaid, and afterwards at half that sum. It 
took us about cighteen months to recoup the 
gas company, and we are now working under 
the permanent arrangement of one-half the 
previous cost of fuel on cars at work. Since 
our success In the use of this new natural fuel 
at the rail mills, parties still bolder have invest- 
ed in lines of piping to the city of Pittsvurg, 
fifteen to eighteen miles from the wells. The 
territory underlaid with this natural gas has 
not yet been clearly defined. At the principal 
field, that of Murraysviile, (from which most 
of the gas is obtained to-day), I found upon my 
visit to that interesting region last autumn, 
that nine wells had been sunk, and were yield- 
ing gas in large quantities. One of these was 
estimated as yielding 30,000,000 cubic feet in 24 
hours. This district lies to the north-east of 
Pittsburg, running southward from it toward 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. Gas has been found 
upon a belt averaging about halt a mile in 
width fora distance of between fourand five 
miles. Beyond that again we reach a point 
where salt water flows into the wells and 
drowns the gas. Several wells have been bored 
upon this belt near the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
and have been found useless from this cause. 
Geologists tell us that in this region a depres- 
sion of 600 feet occurs in the strata, but how far 
the fault extend has not yet been ascer- 
tained. Wells will no doubt soon be sunk 
southward of the Pennsylvania railroad upon 
this half-mile belt. Swinging round towards the 
south-west, and about twenty miles from the 
city, we reach the gas fieldsof Washington 
county. The wellsso far struck do not appear 
to be as strong as those of the Murraysville 
district, but it is possible that wells equally 
productive may be found there hereafter. 
There are now four wells yielding gas in that 
district, and others are being drilled. Passing 
still further to the west, we reach another gas 
territory, from which manufacturing works in 
Beaver Falls and Rochester, some twenty-eight 
miles west of Pittsburg, receive their supply. 
Proceding with the circle we are drawing in 
imagination around Pittsburg, we pass from 
the west to the south-west without finding gas 
in any considerable quantity, until we reach 
the Butler gas field, equi-distant from Pitts- 
burg on the north-west,with Washington coun- 
ty wells on the south-west. Proceding now 
from the Butler field to the Alleghany river,we 
reach the Tarentum district, still about twenty 
miles from Pittsburg,which is supplying a con- 
siderable portion of the gas used. Drawing 
thus a circle around Pittsburg, with a radius of 
fifteen to twenty miles, we find four distinct 
gas-producing districts. In the city of Pitts- 
burg itself several wells have been bored; but 
the fault before mentioned seems to extend to- 
ward the center of the circle, as salt water has 
rushed in and rendered these wells wholly un- 
productive, though gas was found in allo 
them. 

I spent a few days very pleasantly last au- 
tumn driving with some friends to the two 
principal fields, the Murraysville and the Wash- 
ington County. In the former district the gas 
rushes with such velocity througha6-inch pipe, 
extending, perhaps, 20 feet above the surface 
that it does not ignite within 6 feet of the 
mouth of the pipe. Looking up into the clear 
blue sky, you see before you a dancing golden 
fiend, without visible connection with the 
earth, swayed the by wind into fantastic shapes, 
and whirling in every direction. As the gas 
from the well strikes the centre of the flame 
and passes partly though it, the lower part of 
the mass curls inward, giving rise to the most 
beautiful effects gathered into graceful foldsat 
the bottom—a veritable pillar of fire. There is 
not a particle of smoke from it. The gas from 
the wells at Washington was allowed to escape 
through pipes which lay upen the ground 
Looking down from the roadside upon the first 
well we saw iu the valley, there appeared to be 
an immense circus-ring, the verdure having 
been burnt and the earth baked by the flame. 
The ring was quite round, as the wind had 
driven the flame in one direction after another 
and the effect of the great golden flame lying 
prone upon the earth, swaying and swirling 
with the wind in every direction, was most 
startling. The great beast Apollyon, minus 
the smoke, seemed to have come forth 
from his lair again. The cost of piping 
is now estimated, at the present ex- 
tremely low prices, with right of way, at 
£1,600 sterling per mile, so that the cost of aline 
to Pittsburg may be said to be about £27,000 
sterling. The cost of drilling is about £1,000, 
and the mode of procedure is as follows: A 
derrick being first erected, a6inch wrought- 
iron pipe is driven down through the soft earth 
till rock is reach«d from 75 to 100 feet. Large 
drills, weighing from 3,000 to 4,000 lbs. are now 
brought into use; these rise and fall witha 
stroke of 4to5 feet, The fuel to run these 
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drills is conveyed by small pipes from adjoining 
wells. An 8-inch hole having been bored toa 
depth of about 500 feet, a 554-inch wrought-iron 
pipe is put down to shut off the water. The 
hole is then continued 6 inches in diameter 
until gas is struck, when a 4-inch pipe is put 
down. From torty to sixty days are consumed 
in sinking the well and striking gas. The 
largest well known is estimated to yield about 
30,000,000 cubic feet of gas in twenty-four hours 
but half of this may be considered as the pro- 
duct of a good well. The pressure of gas as it 
issues from the mouth of the wellis nearly or 
quite 200 lbs per square inch. One of the 
gauges which I examined showed a pressure of 
187 lbs. Even at works where we use the gas 
nine miles from the well, the pressure is 75 lbs 
per square inch. At one of the wells, where it 
was desirable tu have a supply of pure water, I 
found asmall engine worked by the direet 
pressure of the gas as it came from the weli; 
and an excellent supply of water was 








thus obtained from a spring in _ the 
valley. Eleven lines of pipe now con- 
vey gas from the various wells to the 


manufacturing establishments in and around 
Pittsburg. The largest of these for the latter 
part of the distance is 12 inches in diameter. 
Several are of 8 inches throughout. The lines 
originally laid are 6 inches in diameter. Many 
of the mills have as yet no appliances for using 
the gas, and much of it is still wasted. It is es- 
timated that the iron and steel mills of the city 
proper require fuel equal to 166,000 bushels of 
coal per day, and though it isonly two years 
since gas was first used in Pittsburg, it has 
already displaced about 40,000 bushels of coal 
per day in these mills. Sixty odd glass works, 
whicb required about 20,000 bushels of coal per 
day, mostly now use the natural gas. In the 
work around Pittsburg beyond the city hmits, 
the amount of coal superseded by gas is about 
equal to that displaced in the city. The esti- 
mated number of men whose labor will be dis- 
pensed with in Pittsburg when gas is generally 
used is 5,000. It is only a question of a few 
months when all the manufacturing carried on 
in the district will be operated with the new 
fuel, As will be seen from the analyses ap- 
pended to this paper, itis a much purer fuel 
than coal; and this is a quality which has 
proved of great advantage in the manufacture 
of steel, glass and several other products, With 
the exception of one, and perhaps two con- 
cerns, no effort has been made to economize in 
the use of the new fuel. In our Union Iron 
Mills we have attached to each puddling-tur- 
nace a small regenerative appliance, by the aid 
of which we save a large percentage of fuel. 
The gas companies will no doubt soon 
require manufacturers to adopt some such 
appliance. At present, owing to the 
fact that there isa large eurplus constantly 
going to waste, they allow the gas 1o be used 
to any extent desired. Contracts are now 
made to supply houses with gas for all pur- 
poses at a cost equal to that of the coal bill for 
the preceding year. In _ the residences of sev- 
eral of our partners no fuel other than this gas 
is now used, and everybody who has applied it 
to domestic purposes is delighted with the 
change from the smoky and dirty bituminous 
coal. Some indeed, go as far as to say that if 
the gas were three times as costly as the old 
fuel, they could not be induced to go back to 
the latter. It is therefore quite within the.re- 
gion of probability that the city, now so black 
that even Sheffield must be considered clean in 
comparison, may be so revolutionized as to be 
the cleanest manufacturing center in the 
world. A walk through our rolling milis 
would surprise the members of the Institute. 
In the steel rail mills for instance, where before 
would have been seen thirty stukers stripped 
to the waist, firing boilers which requirea 
supply of about 400 tons of coal in twenty-four 
hours, ninety firemen in all being employed, 
each workiag eight hours—they would now 
find one man walking around the boiler house 
simply watching the water gauges, &c. Nota 
particle of smoke would be seen. In theiron 
mills the puddlers have whitewashed the 
coal bunkers belonging to their furn- 
aces. I need not here say how much pleasure 
it will afford me to arrange that any 
fellow members of the Institute who may visit 
the republic are afforded an opportunity to see 
for themselves this latest and most interesting 
development of the fuel question. Good Mother 
Earth supplies us with all the fuel we can use 
and more, and only asks us to lead it under our 
boilers and into our heaping and puddling fur- 
naces, and apply the match. During the winter 
several explosions have occurred in Pittsburg, 
owing to the escape of gas from pipes improp- 
erly laid. The frost having penetrated the 
earth for several feet and prevented escape up- 
ward, the freed gas found its way into the cel- 
lars of houses and, as it is odorless, its presence 
was not detected. This resulted in several alarm- 
ing explosions; but the danger is to be reme- 
died before next year. Lower pressure will be 

carried in the pipes through the city, and escape 
pipes leading to the surface will be placed along 
the surface at frequent intervuls. In the case 
of manufacturing establishments the gas is led 
into the mills overhead, and all the pipes being 
in the open air, no danger of explosion is in- 
curred. 

The following extract from the report of a 
committee, made to the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers at a recent meeting, gives 
an idea of the value of the new fuel: “Natural 
gas, next to hydrogen, is the most powerful of 
the gaseous fuels, snd if properly applied, one 
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of the most economical, as very nearly its theo- 
retical heating power can be utilized in evapo- 
rating water. Being so f:ee from all deleterious 
elements, notably sulphur, it makes better 
iron, steel and glass than coal fuel. It makes 
steam more regularly, as there is uo open- 
ing of doors. and no blank spaces are left 
on the grate bars to let cold air in, and, when 
properly arranged, regulates the steam pres- 
sure, leaving the man in charge nothing to do 
but to look after the water, and even that 
could be accomplished if one cared to trust to 
euch a volatile water-tender. Boilers will last 
longer, and there will be fewer explosions from 
unequal expansion and contraction due from 
cold draughts of air being let in on hot plates. 
An experiment wus made to ascertain the 
value of gas as a fuel in comparison with coal 
in generating steam, using a retort or boiler of 
42inches diameter, 10 feet long, with 4-inch 
tubes. It was first fired with selected Youghi- 
ogheny coal, broken to about 4-inch cubes, and 
the furnace was charged in a manner to obtain 
the best results possible with the stack that was 
attached to the boiler. Nine pounds of water 
evaporated in the pound of coal consumed was 
the best result obtained. The water was 
measured by two meters—one in the suction 
and the other in the discharge. The water 
was fed into a heater at a temperature of from 
60 deg. to 62 deg.; the heater was placed in the 
flue leading from the boiler to the stack in 
both gas and coal experiments. In making the 
calculations, the standard 76-lb bushel of the 
Pittsburg district was used. Six hundred : nd 
eighty-four pounds of water were evaporated 
per bushel, which was 60°9 per cent of the 
theoretical value of the coal. Where gas was 
burned under the same boiler, but with a 
different furnace, and taking | Ib of gas 
to be 2°35 cubic feet, the water evaporated 
was found to be 20.31 Ibs.. or 83.4 per cent, of 
the theoretical heat units were utilized. The 
steam was under the atmospheric pressure, 
there being a Jarge enough opening to prevent 
any back pressure, the combustion of both gas 
avd coal was not hurried. It was found trat 
the lower row of tubes could be plugged and 
the same amount of water could be evaporated 
with the coal, but with gas, by closing all the 
tubes—on the end next the stack—except 
enough to get rid of the products of combus- 
tion, when the pressure on the walls of the 
furnace was 3 ounces, and the fire forced to its 
best, it was found that very nearly the sane 
results could be obtained. Hence it was con- 
cluded that the most of the work was done on 
the shell of the boiler "’ In no other way can I 
give the members of the Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute so much information in regard to this new 
fuel as by including in this paper a very uble 
communication from the chief chemist at our 
Edgar Thomson steel works, Mr. 8. A. Ford, 
who is to-day the highest authority upon the 
subject:— “So much has been claimed for 
natural gas as regards the superiority of its 
heating properties as compared with coal, that 
some analyses of this gas, together with calcu- 
lations showing the comparison between its 
heating power and that of coal, may be of in- 
terest. These calculations are of course, theo- 
retical in both cases, and it must not be imag- 
ined that the total amountof heat eitherinaton 
of coal or 1000 cubic feet of natural gas, can ever 
be fully utilized. In making these calculations I 
employed as a basis what in my estimation wasa 
gas of an averaxe chemical composition, as I 
have found that gas from the same well varies 
continually in its composition. Thus samples 
of gas trom the same well, but taken on differ- 
ent days, vary in nitrogen from 23 per cent. to 
nil, carbonic acid from 2 per cent. to nil, oxygen 
from 4 per cent. to0.4 per cent.. and so with all 
the component gases. Before giving the theo- 
retical heating power of 1,000 cubic feet of this 
gas I will note afew aualyses. The first four are 
of gas from the same well; sa_ ples taken on the 
same day that they were analyzea. The two last 
are from two different wells in the East Liberty 
district : 
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“We will now show how the natural gas 
compares with coal, weight for weight, or, in 
other words, how many cubic feet of natural 
gas contains as many heat units as a given 
weight of coal, say, aton.

**64.8585 grammes are almost exactly 1,000 
grains, and 1 cutic foot of this gas will weigh 
267.9 grains, then the 100 litres or 64.8585 
grammes, or 1,000 grains are 3.761 cubic 
feet. 3.761 cubic feet of this gas 
contains 789,604 heat units, and 1,000 cubic 
feet will contain 210,069,604 heat units. Now 
1,000 cubic feet of this gas will weigh 265,887 
grains, or in round numbers 38 Ibs avoirdupois. 
We find that 64°8585 grammes, or 1,000 grains, of 
carbon, contain 524,046 heat units, and 265,887 
grains, or 38 lbs of carbon contain 139,398,896 
heat units. Then 57.25 lbs of carbon contain 
the same number of heat units as 1,000 cubic 
feet of the natural gas, viz., 210,069,604. Now,if 
we say that coke contains in round numbers 90 
per cent carbon, then we will have 62°97 lbs of 
coke equal in heat units to 1,000 cubic feet of 
natural gas, Then if a ton of coke, or 2,000 Ibs, 
cost 10s, 62°97 Ibs will cost 4d, or 1,000 cubic feet 
of gas is worth 4d for its heating power. We 
will now compare the heating power of this 
gas with bituminous coal, taking as a basis a 
coal slightly above the general average of the 
Pittsburg coal, viz:

We find that 38 lbs of this coal contains 146,903,- 
820 heat units. Then 64°4 Ibs of this coal con- 
tains 210,069,640 heat units, or 54°4 lbs of coal is 
equal in its heating power to 1,000 cubie feet of 
natural gas. If our coal cost us 58 per ton of 
1,000 Ibs, then 54°4 lbs costs 1°632d, and 1,000 
cubic feet of gas is worth for its 
heat units 16324. As the _ price of 
coal increases or decreases the value of the gas 
will naturally vary in like proportions, Thus, 
with the price of coal at 10s per ton the gas will 
be worth 3.26id per 1000 cubic feet. If 54.4 lbs 
of coal is equal to 1000 cubic feet of «as, then 1 
ton, or 2000 lbs, is equal to 36,764 cubic feet, or 
2,240 lbs .f coal is equal to 40,768 cubic feet of 
natural gas. If we compare this gas with an- 
thracite coal, we find that 1(00 cubic feet of gas 
is equal to 58.4 lbs of thie coal, and 2000 Ibs of 
coal is equal to 34,246 cubic feet of natural gas. 
Then if this coal costes 26s per ton, 1000 cubic 
feet of natural gas is worth 944d for its heating 
power. In collecting samples of this gas I have 
noted some very interesting deposits from the 
wells. Thus,in one well the pipe was nearly 
filled up with a soft greyish-white material, 
which proved on testing to be chloride of cal- 
cium. In another well, soon after the gas vein 
had been struck, crystals of carbonate of am- 
monia were thrown out, and upon testing the 
gasI found a considerable amount of that 
alkali, and with this well no chloride of calcium 
was observed until about two months after 
the gas had been struck. In these calculations 
of the heating power of gas and coal no ac- 
count is of course taken of the loss of heat by 
radiation, etc. My object has been to compare 
these two fuels merely as regards their actual 
value in heat units.” Bearing in mind that it 
is never wise to prophesy unless you know, I 
hesitate to speak of the future; but consider- 
ing the experience we have had in regard to 
the productiveneas of the oil territory, which is 
now yielding 70,000 barrels of petroleum per 
day, and which has continued to increase year 
after year for twenty years, I see no reason to 
doubt the opinion of experts that the territory 
which has already been proved to yield gas will 
suffice for at least the present generation in and 
about Pittsburg. 











The Russian Petroleum Industry.* 
BY BOVERTON REDWOOD, F.L.C., F-C.8. 
I1l.— DISTRIBUTING 
The most remarkable illustration of the fore- 
thought, energy and enterprise which have 
throughout characterized Mr. Ludwig Nobel’s 
action in the petroleum trade is afforded by the 
admirable system of transportation and distri- 
bution, which he has elaborated. It is well- 
known that refined petroleum is usually car- 


riedin casks, holding about 40 gallons, or in 


tins of four gallons enclosed in twos in wooden 
cases. The latter package is comparatively 
eostly, and is only employed in the case of oil 
intended for use in hot climates; and as Russia 
produces but little timber available for barrel 
making, the difficulty of transport appeared 
likely to seriously interfere with the develop- 
ment of the trade. Under these circumstances 
Mr. Noble conceived the plan of conveying the 
oii in bulk from Bahu in tank steamers, barges 
and railway wagons, to large storage tanks, 
whence it could be distributed in comparative- 


ly small quantities, in barrels which could be 
returned to be refilled. This system has proved 
perfectly successtul; and it is not too much to 
say that without its adoption the petroleum 
tradein Russia could not have reached its pre- 
sent magnitude. Tank railway cars have been 
employed for the conveyance of crude petro 

leum in the United States long before Messrs. 
Nobel Brothers commenced using them in Rus- 
sia, but Iam not aware that this method of 
transporting refined oil had been adopted in 
America. The credit, however, of having car- 
ried to a successful issue the shipments of pe- 
troleum in tank steamers,undoubtedly belongs 
to Mr. Nobel, previous exper)ments in this di- 
rection having proved unsuccessful. 


The tank steamers employed by Messrs Nobel 
Brothers were constructed at Motala in Swe- 
den, and were floated in halves through the ex- 
cellent canal system which Russia possesses to 
the Volga, where the forward and aft portions 
were united. These vessels are about 250 feet 
in length by about 28 feet in breadth, and have 
adraught when loaded of from 10 to 12 feet. 
The whole of the bowsand forward part of the 
steamer forms one large cistern, furnished 
with two longitudinal bulkbeads, and several 
transverse bulkheads to prevent oscillation of 
the liquid when the vessel is rolling in a heavy 
sea. The engines and boilers are amidships, 
and aft of these are two cylindrical vertical 
tanks, of a diameter about equal to the 
beam of the vessel, rising somewhat above 
the level of the deck. The general appearance 
of the vessel isshown by the photograph on 
the table. The total capacity of the tanks is 
about 225,000 gallons (equivalent to 5,500 bar- 
rels of 40 gallons each). The steamers are 
driven by screw propellors, and the engines 
are of 120 horse power, nominal. The fuel used 
ig astatki or petroleum residuum, and the 
speed attained is about 10 knots per hour. Of 
such steamers Messrs. Nobel Brothers have, on 
the Caspian, 12. There are also half a dozen 
smaller steamers owned by other firms. 


While loading, the steamers lie alongside 
piers extending into the sea from the neigh- 
borhood of the refineries, the oil being con- 
veyed on board through 8 inch’ pipes, and the 
cargo of oil can thus be placed in the vessel in 
44 hours, 

From Baku to the mouth of the Volga is a 
voyage of a couple of days, the distance being 
about 460 miles; but the Caspian is a stormy 
sea, as I fuund to my inconvenience, andin the 
short trips which the steamers make the sys- 
tem of tank transportation has been severely 
tested, and has been proved to be free from 
risk. It is true that the prevailing winds on 
the Caspian are either north or south, and, 
therefore, dead ahead or astern; but if tank 
steamers can traverse thissea without accident, 
there is probably no reason why they should 
not safely cross the Atlantic, and I doubt not 
that in time American petroleum will be 
shipped in bulk. 

The Volga ut its wide mouth is extremely 
shallow, and the tank steamers ean proceed no 
further than a locality termed Nine Feet 
Soundings, about 20 miles from land, and 80 
miles below Astrakban. Here the oil is trans- 
ferred to tank barges, in which it is conveyed 
to Tsaritsin (a distance of 284 miles from As 
trakban) or other distributing centers on the 
Volga, the transport of the oil from the Baku 
refineries to Tsaritsin occupying six days. 
There are 38 tank barges on the Volga, 
of which 20 are owned by Messrs. 
Nobel Brothers. At Tsariteain Messrs. Nobel 
Brothers have 15 storage tanks (holding collec- 
tively six million gallons), railway slidings, 
cooperage, etc., and the electric light is em- 
ployed to facilitate work at nignt. There are 
also at this place some 30 tanks,uf an aggregate 
capacity of nearly nine million gallons, belong- 
ing to the Caucasus and Mercury Company, 
and other firms; but many of these vanks are 
for the storage of residuum, while all except 
one of Messrs. Nobel’s tanks are for burning 
oil. 

From the storage tanks at Tsaritsin the oil is 
run into tank railway wagons, or barrelled, for 
conveyance by rail into the interior of Russia. 
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Messrs. Nobel have on the Tsaritean-Griazi rail- 
way 1500 tank wagons, similar in form to those 
used in the United States, each wagon hulding 
about 2.900 gallons of oil. A train is usually 
made up of 25 wagons, and thus Messrs. Nobel 
have 60 trains engaged in the conveyance ot 
refined petroleum from Tearitsin to their stor- 
age tanks throughout Russia. The railway 
company have also a considerable number of 
tank wagons of their own for the conveyance 
of the petroleum of other firms. 

Messrs. Nobel have at Tsaritsin a barrel fac- 
tory capable of turning out 500 barrels per day 
much of the wood used being brought from Si- 
beria by way of the river Kama. 

The Nobel Company have established their 
principal storage and distributing center at 
Domnuino, near Orel, in Central Russia, where 
they bave tanks capable of holding 18,000,000 
gallons. They have also extensive tankage at 
Moscow, St. Petersburg, Warsaw, Saratow, and 
23 other places, chiefly in Russia, the total stor 
age thus provided being more than 36,000,900 
gallons. The necessity for providing for so 
large an accumulation arises trom the 
fact thatthe Volga navigation being closed 
from the latter part of November to April, the 
year’s supply must be conveyed into the inter- 
ior of Russia and placed in storage during 
eight months. An interesting feature of the 
working of this system of tank-wagon distri- 
bucion may be witnessed at Messrs. Nobel’s 
office in St. Petersburg. A map of Russia is 
marked with the various depots and connect- 
ing railroads, and the clerk in charge being fur- 
nished from time to time throughout the day 
with telegrams informing him of the move- 
ments of the 60 petroleum trains, indicates the 
position of each train on the map by means of 
a small flag. 

Until recently Messrs. Nobel were fully oc- 
cupied in supplying the home demand for 
burning oil, but during the past year they have 
transported a considerable quantity across 
Russia into Germany, Austria and Belgium, 
and it is contemplated to ship oil from Libau 
in tank steamers.

Othe: firms have followed the example ot 
Messrs. Nobel in the organizing of bulk 
transport. The Caucasus and Mercury Com 
Pany propose to provide tank steamers and 
barges capable of conveying 120,000 tons of oil 
from Baku to Traritsin on the Volga during 
the eight months that the navigation 
of the river is open, and have arranged with a 
Russian company for the conyeyance of the 
oil from Tsaritsin by rail, and its distribution 
throughout Russia. 

A glance at the geographical position of 
Baku willshow that there are two principal 
outlets for the petroleum to western countries 
namely, by the Volga, and across the Caucasus 
to the shores of the Black sea. Hitherto I have 
dealt only with the former outlet, but as the 
latter promises to be at some future time of 
vast importance, I propose to describe it in de- 
tail. It is well known that a line of railway 560 
miles in length, now connects Baku with the 
port of Batoum. A portion of this line was 
constructed many years ago, but the section 
conpecting Baku and Tiflis bas not very long 
been completed. It was anticipated that the 
railway from Baku to Batoum would have 
furnished a means of transport for /arge quan- 
tities of petroleum, but unfortunately, from 
motives of economy, the older portion of the 
line was carried over what is known as the Su- 
ram pass which has an elevation of 3,000 feet 
above sea level, and the gradient being in some 
places as much as | in 22, a train is limited to 
only six tank cars though two Fairlie engines 
are used todraw it up the incline. The line 
also being a single one the tratflic is congested, 
and I was informed that the transport of petro- 
leum from Baku to Batoum, which costs about 
Id. per gallon, hus recently occupied from four 
to fourteen days. In order to overcome the 
difficulty, itis proposed to establish a storage 
depot on the Baku side of the pass about 160 
miles from Batoum, where the tank cars would 
discharge their contents, and frum this point 
to lay a pipe line over the pass to Batoum, so 
that the oil may be pumped up tu the highest 
point and allowed to flow down to the shores of 
the Black sea. It is the opinion of competent 
persoos with whom I discussed the subject, 
that before Batoum can become a very import- 
ant place of shipment for Baku petroleum, 
either the pipe line to which I have referred 
must be constructed, or the railway improved 
by laying a second line of rails and making a 
tunnel five miles in length through the Suram 
pass. 

The cost of the pipe line is estimated at three 
millions of roubles, while the tunnel would 
probably cost eight to ten millions of roubles. 
Inany case extensive tank storage must be pro- 
vided at Batoum, and it is thought that if, 
pending the construction of a pipe line or 
tunnel, there were adequate meany of receiv- 
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ing and storing the oil at this port, the present 
railroad, if properly managed and provided 
with the necessary rolling stock, would be 
sufficient for the transport of from 40 to 50 
millions of gallons per annum. Mr. Burkhardt 
of Batoum informs me, in a letter received 
recently, that during the year 1884 there were 
shipped from that port about 14,500 tons of 
kerosene, 4,500 tons of lubricating oil, and 4,700 
tons of astatki or residuum; a total of rather 
more than 6,400,000 gallons. 

When I traveled over the line there were 
nominally 400 tank wagons for the conveyance 
of petroleum, but I was informed that less 
than 300 were available for use. I have, how- 
ever, quite recently learned that the Russian 
Government has authorized the expenditure of 
5,000,000 roubles in improving the means of 
transport of petroleum across the Caucasus, 
and that 750 new tank cars, 28 Fairlie locomo- 
tives,and extensive tank storage at Batoum 
and other points are at once to be provided. 
The sum of 3 000,000 roubles is now being spent 
upon harbor works at Batoum, and it is possi- 
ble that before long petroleum may be shipped 
in tank steamers from this port. 

The following table, for which I am indebted 
to Mr. Sacker, gives the distances in Italian 
miles of some of the principal petroleum mar- 
kets of the world from Batoum and New York 
respectively :

At the present time practically the whole of 
the tank storage of Batoum is owned by Mr. 
Palaschkowsky, who has also a factory fitted 
with allthe newest American machinery for 
turning out 6,000 tins and 3,000 wooden cases 
per day. I bavealready referred to this form 
of package as employed in the shipment of pe- 
troleum to hot climates. The cost of the com- 
plete case made in Batoum is 92 copecks (less 
than 2s), viz.. 28 copecks for the v ood case and 
82 copecks for each tin. American barrels are 
worth in Batoum about 6s 6d and barrels made 
in Baku cost about 8. 

It is contemplated to provide a third outlet 
for Baku petroleum by the construction of a 
railway line from Petrovsk,on the Caspian Sea, 
to Vlodikavkaz. The line would be about 160 
miles in length, and its estimated cost rather 
more than £1,500,000. It bas also been pro- 
posed to connect Novorossisk with Viadikav- 
kaz and Baku with Petrovsk by rail. 


Theastatki is usually conveyed from Baku to 
Tsaritsin and other points on the Volga in sail- 
ing vessels and barges. When this fuel can be 
cheaply conveyed to Batoum or Poti it seems 
likely to compete with coal, of which about 
200,000 tons are annually shipped, chiefly from 
England, to Black Sea ports. 

The two principal routes to Baku are: 1. Via 
the Black sea and Transcaucasian railway. 2. 
Via the Volga and the Caspian sea. For those 
who can spare the necessary time, I would 
strongly recommend from personal experience 
the following circular tour: London to St. Pe- 
tersburg, via Hamburg, Copenhagen, Gothen- 
burg and Stockholm. St. Petersburg to Nijia 
Novgorcd, via Moscow. From Nijni Novgorod 
down the Volgato Astrakhan. Astrakban by 
steamer to Baku. Baku to Batoum by Trans- 
caucasian railway. Batoum to Constantinople 
by austrian Lioyd’s steamer, touching at Tre- 
bizonde and other places of interest as well as 
great natural beauty, on the coast of Asia 
Minor. Constantinople to London by the 
Orient express, or if time permits, | ome by 
way of Athens aod the Adriatic. This journey 
is not far short of 8,000 miles in length, without 
the detour to the Pirgeus, and occupies about 
two months, including a reasonable time spent 
at various places of interest. It may be mate- 
rially shortened by proceeding overlana to St. 
Petersburg and by taking the rail from.Mos 
cow to Tsaritsin, thus cutting off a good deal 
of the tedious, but in some respects interesting 
Volga journey of 1800 miles from Nijni Novgo- 
rod to Astrakhan. The Constantinople route 
hdme is also by no means the shortest from Ba- 
toum, and those who are pressed for time should 
take the stnamer to Odessa. A route whichis 
highly spoken of by those who have traversed it 
is from Rostoff-on-the-Don to Vladikavkaz by 
rail, and thence to Tiflis on the Transcaucasian 
Railway by road through some of the finest 
mountain scenery of the Caucasus. Theshort- 
est route from London to Baku is via Berlin, 
Odessa and Batoum. By this route Baku is 
about 2,500 milesfrom London, and may be 
reached in 10 or 12 days without material dis- 
comfort or fatigue. As Baku is undeniably a 
hot place in summer, the visitor should not ar- 
ive there before the middle or Jatter part of 


September, and if the Volga route be selected 
Nijni Novgorod may thus be visited on the way 
to Baku before the closing of the great fair. 

Professor Dewar, in thanking Mr. Redwood. 
called attention to the valuable results to be 
effected by utilizing the volatile portion of the 
product obtained by distillation, for working 
gas engines. 

Sir F. A. Abel, in supporting the tbanks, 
spoke of the application of the least volatile 
petroleum products as fuel for locomotives 
and steamers, and said he felt perfectly sure 
that, not only in the mercantile marine, but 
from the small torpedo vessels to the large men 
-of-war, where the saving of space was of such 
great importance, the introduction of liquid 
fuel would prove a new era in maritime power. 

Replying to an inquiry as to the differences 
between Russian and American petroleum, 

Dr. Armstrong said that Russian petroleum 
was a material of very great interest to the 
chemist, as there could be little doubt that it 
was entirely different in composition from 
American petroleum. The American oil, it is 
well known, contained little besides hydrocar- 
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trolled by a key inserted at N, into the 
lower chamber, to be re-pumped as before. In 
case the pump or engine works more rapidly 
than is intended, the oil is pumped into the 
chamber, ER, faster than it can run through the 
outlet at C, and the piston, GG, is forced up- 
ward, raising the lever L with its weight and 
thrott/ing the steam. In case the pump runs 
slower than is intended, the reverse action takes 
place, the weight on the end of the lever, L 
forces the piston, GG, down and more steam is 
let on. As the orifice at C can be increased or 
diminished at the will of the engineer, it will be 
seen that the action of every portion of each 
stroke can be instantaneously controlled. The 
secondary chamber, H, also fills with oil and 
acts as a cushion, preventing the main p‘ston, 
GG, from dropping toosuddenly or * uctuating. 
The outlet to this cushion chamber, or dash- 
pot, is controlled at K by the same key with 
which the speed is altered at N. 

For duplex pumps the regulator is fitted with 
aspecial valve, which holds the main piston sta- 
tionary during the momentary pause of the 
piston from which the motion is taken.

bons of the methane or CnH2n+2 series. Ac- 
cording to Markovnikoff and Ogiobine (Ann. 
Chim Phy. 1884, [6] 2, 372-484), whose investiga- 
tions appeared to merit every confidence, the 
Russian oil contained a very considerable por- 
tion of benzenes (pseudocumene, several 
isomers of cymene, and also of its next 
homologue), and of other benzenoid hydrocar- 
bons; it chiefly consists, however, of hydro- 
carbons of the CnH2n series, isomeric both with 
the olefines or true homologues of ethylene, 
and with the hexhydrides of the benzenes. 
These latter bydrocarbons exhibit the closest 
resemblance to the paraflins; but are of higher 
density than their isologues. They are attacked 
by chlorine, yielding chlorinated derivatives; 
but on oxidation are completely destroyed 
without furnishing characteristic products. 
The following 1s a list uf the hydrocarbons of 
this group, which have been separated from

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The Mason Regulator for Steam 
Pumps. 


As an invention of special interest to all users 
of steam pumps, the accompanying cuts are 
given, showing prospective and sectional views 
of the Mason Speed Regulator, designed as a 
governor for all kinds of steam pumping and 
refrigerating machinery. Owing to the diffi- 
culty experienced by inventors in applying 
from the reciprocating motion of the steam 
pump, the power to drive the centrifugal gov- 
ernors now in use, there had been devised no 
satisfactory governor for direct acting steam 
pumps until 1883, when the Mason Regulator 
was invented. The principle upon which it 
works is the pumping of oil into a pressure 
chamber and raising a heavy weight which 
closes the throttle valve. Fig.1 is a prospective 
ana Fig. 2 a sectional view of the regulator, 
which consists mainly of a cylindrical shell. or 
reservoir, filled with oil or glycerine. The 
plunger, AA (Fig. 2), is connected through the 
arm I to some reciprocating part of the pump 
or engine, and works horizontally and in unison 
with the strokes of the pump, thereby drawing 
the oil up through the check yalves, DD, into 
the chambers, JJ,whence it is forced alternately 
through the passages, BB, through another set 
of check valves, MM, into the pressure cham- 
ber, EE. The oil then returns through 
the orifice, C, the size of .which is con- 


For large duplex pumping engines a special 
regulator is made, fitted with double parts and 
connected with both pistun rods, thus insuring 
perfect regulation for every portion of each 
revolution of the engine. 

One of the principal advantages of the regu- 
lator lies in the fact that the engineer or 
superior tendant may set thespeed of his pump 
by means of the key which he carries with him, 
and thus prevent any one else from interfering 
with the speed of the pump.

Beyond asteady jobbing business there is 
very little of interest in the paint trade. Sales 
of large quantities are not frequently reported, 
but there is a prevailing steadiness to prices 
on most lines and holders are not attempting to 
force goods into consumption by constant con- 
cessions in values. Lead in oil is steady, but 
dry lead is rather irregular and sales at pretty 
low figures have been reported. Paris green has 
been selling a little better, the hot weather 
having thawed out the bugs. There are not 
many price changes on apy class of goods. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead has ruled very quiet during the week 
past; values however, remain steady, and very 
little disposition is shown by holders to press 
sales. Buyerson the other hand, are hclding 
off, only purchasing such lots as current wants 
may require, which are procurable at 3 624%@ 
3 70c, as to quantity and grade. The sales foot 
up about 450 tons within the range. There have 
been several offers of 3 60c made for round lots 
for June delivery, but so far none have been 
accepted. Messrs. Johu Wahl & Co. of St. Louis, 
under date of May 30, says: ‘*Nothing of interest 
occurred during the pa-t week to interrupt the 
dull state of affairs which have characterized 
our lead market for the past month or more. 
The only transaction of magnitude we can re- 
port is a sale of some 400 tons of desilverized at 
8 45c to home corroders. Transactions in chemi- 
val were of an extremely light nature, and do 
not think more than i100 tons, distributed in re- 
tail lots, changed hands at prices ranging from 
8 40@3 424¢c. There is no unusual pressure on 
the part of sellers to realize, and offerings are 
of a moderate nature only. Market closes 
steady,with common worth nominally 3 40c.” 

The demand for white lead in oil continues 
fair and corroders both East and West are ad- 
hering strictly to the schedule. - Dealers who 
have bought Jow and without restriction, are 
reported to be shading corroders’ figures in 
some instances and this creates some dissatis- 
faction among the smaller jobbers. There is 
no accumulation of stock in the hands of cor- 
roders, and the position of the market is such 
as to warrant steady prices, Dry lead is irreg- 
ular in prices. Very little city lead is sold dry, 
but we hear of one lot from one corroder to 
another at 4%c. In a small way sales are re- 
ported by corroders up to 5c. Westernin 
large lots is quoted here numinally at 454@434c, 
but a Chicago brand has been offered at 4 60c 
and it is stated by brokers that they can buy at 
4 57}4c. 

There has been quite an active demand for 
domastic brands of zincs with stocks being very 
much reduced. The sales comprise 800 bbls at 
prices ranging from 3}4¢@4c as to quantity. 
French is in fair request within the range of 
our quotations. We quote common 3c, good 
334c and prime 4c. French is in light request 
at 5c fur Antwerp red seal, 6c for Paris red 
seal and 7i4c for Paris green seal, with a dis- 
count of 1 per cent for cash for lots of 10 bbls, 

per cent for lots of 25 bbls, and 4 per cent for 
lots of 50 bbls. Buyers are not obliged to take 
allof one brand in order to obtain the above 
discounts. The discount is included in broker- 
age. Paris red seal in poppy oil is now offered 
at 8c in drums and 8}¢c in cases, and green seal 
94c in drums and 10c in cases. In ten lots one- 
quarter of a cent per lb less—less than one ton 
net.

There was a meeting of the Western window 
glass manufacturers held in Pittsburgh during 
the week at which the question of reducing 
wages was discussed, and, while no action was 
taken, the general drift of the discussion favor- 
ed a reduction of from 15 to 20 per cent. The 
committee understand that the wishes of the 
conference in this matter should be carried 
out. It was also decided to have a special scale 
for factories using natural gas. The question 
of shutting down for the summer was left to 
the manufacturers to do as they thought best. 

A difference is also to be made in the price of 
single and double strength. The last hour of 
the session was devoted toa discussion of the 
force to run next year in the various factories, 
While no definite action was taken on this, the 
conferenve informally agreed to a pro rata 
production of the working force. 

From the West it is reported: “The demand 
for window glass does not seem to progress as 
steadily as was expected and trade is at present 
by no means as satisfactory as could be wished 
for. Concern is expressed as to the probable 
result of the pending negotiations in regard to 
next season’s wages scale and the maintenance 
of the present state of suspense as to the out- 
come does not help business. Eastern manu- 
facturers are reported to be firm in their 
views, being disposed to await the result of the 
conference here. Discounts are as last quotéd.”’ 


PLATE GLASS. 

Since our iast report there has been an im- 
proved demand for both foreign and domestic 
plate. Considerable has been done for ship- 
ment during tbe early part of the month, but 
as nearly all of the manufactories are sold 
ahead for some weeks to come shipments of 
prompt orders has been somewhat curtailed. 
Dealers and importers ail report a good jobbing 
demand, for which they are obtaining 50 and 10 
for either make, though occasionally from an 
outside dealer an extra 5is allowed, but this is 
only where there is strong competition.

Mineral Lubricating Oils. 


BY J. C. HEXAMER. 

Statistics of fires among New England mills 
have shown that 37 per cent. of fire losses are 
caused by spontaneous combustion, and not 
journals from friction caused by bad oils, A 
good lubricating oil should be neither acid nor 
strongly alkaline, nor should it through varia- 
tions in temperature, become acid or alkaline. 
Most vegetable and animal oils when they are 
exposed to high temperatures, such as that of 
superheated steam, are decomposed, and acids 
are set free; as they are composed of stearic, 
oleic and palmitic acids combined with glyce- 
rine. These free acids corrode the surface of 
the metals, making them rough and forming 
compounds which are the very opposite of lu- 
bricants. Their use therefore for journal 
boxes in hot weather, or where they become 
heated, is to be deprecated, for at high temper- 
atures they combine with the oxygen of the air 
and decomposition results. 

A mineral oil never becomes acid from de- 
composition, and will not corrode the metals 
to which it is applied. When these oilsare ' 
mixed with glycerine, they form a very good i 
lubricant, The great danger in buying mineral 
oils is that large quantities are annually put 


nto the market far below the necessary flash 

test. These oils should be prepared by frac- 
tional distillation at a temperature not below 
500 deg. F. When mineral lubricants withalow 
flash test are used, they are exceedingly dan- 
gerous, as on becoming heated in the journal, 
the volatile parts go off as vapors, making it 
dangerous to examine a journal or any other 
part with an open light. In order that a 
mineral oil should be a good lubricant, it 
should not flash under 300 deg. F.; should not 
give off more than 5 per cent of volatile matter 
at 140 deg. F. in twelve hours; should be free 
from grit, and should contain no free acids or 
alkalies. 

To determine the flash test accurately, an in- 
strument too complicated for the use of the 
ordinary manufacturer is required; but he 
may, for his purpose, approximately determine 
the same by pouring the oil in a flat dish,which 
is placed on a plate containing dry sand, to 
which heat is applied (so as not to apply the 
heat to the oil directly), thus causing a gradual 
heating of the oil. A thermometer is then 
inserted some distance from the bottom of the 
dish, and the rise of the temperature noted. A 
lighted taper is then moved over the surface of 
the oil, care being taken not to touchit. If 
the vapors given off by the oil flash below 310 
deg. F., the oil is to be condemned as unfit to 
be ured as a lubricant. 

In order to determine the amount of solid 
foreign matter (such as grit) in oil, a sample 
very near the bottom of the barrel (as the 
greater gravity of the solid material will cause 
it to settle on the bottom) should be taken and 
placed between two clean glass plates and then 
rapidly rubbed together, when the grit wil! at 
once be detected. 

Mineral oils sometimes give an acid reaction, 
not from any decomposition of the compound, 
but fromthe sulphuric acid used in the pro- 
cesses Of manufacturing it, which has been in- 
completely neutralized with causticsoda. If 
the amount of soda has been too small, an ex- 
cess of acid remains; while in the presence of 
excess of soda, a residual amount of soda will 
remain, which also has a bad influence on the 
metal bearings. 

A test for sulphuric acid can readily be made 
by mixing a sample of the oil with water, and 
after shaking it well, allowing it to stand until 
the oil separates from the water, which is then 
poured off. On account of its hydroscopic 
properties the sulphuric acid will have united 
with the water. If nowa solution of a barium 
compound be added to the water, a white 
precipitate of sulphate of barium will at once 
be caused, if sulphuric acid be present in the 
oil. Injorder to make the test sure, as there are 
other acids which throw down a white precipi- 
tate, the precipitate must Le treated with 
strong nitric or hydrochloric acid, and if it re 
mains unchanged, sulphuric acid is contained 
in the oil. 

If the litmus paper shows the presence of 
alkalies, these may be tested by treating the 
oil with water, as before described, then evap- 
orating the solution to dryness, and placing 
the residue in the colorless flame of a Bunsen 
burner. Sodium will give an intensely yellow 
flame, if potassium be present a beautiful vio- 
let flame will be produced. 

Adulterations of animal oil or mineral oil 
may be detected by adding concentrated sul- 
phuric acid, when the animal oil will be 
charred, forming black rings in the sample. 
Vegetable or animal oils can also be detected 
by adding an alkali to the sample, thus causing 
these to saponity, as mineral oils have not the 
property of saponification readily. Oils are 
frequently adulterated with cottonseed oil, 
which is prone to ignite waste spontaneously.

Whalebone. 


We often hear from some old seafaring friend 
an expression of wonder amounting almost to 
incredulity, as he meets with an item some- 
thing like this in one of the New Bedford pa- 
pers: “We hear of sales of 5 000 pounds of arc- 
tic whalebone tor export at $310 a pound.” 
His memory goes back to the time when he 
himself used to bring home cargoes of whale 
oil and bone from the Southern Banks, or the 
Tristan and Crozette grounds, getting a very 
small price for the oil, and as for his share of 
the whalebone, he thought himself pretty for- 
tunate if he got the odd 10 cents on the pound 
for it, let alone the $3. He is thinking of the 
time and labor he has spent fin securing so 
many tons of stuff which hardly paid for the 
handling when it was finally brought to mar- 
ket, and of the exceptionally big catch in the 
Lively Sally, which would have made him al- 
most a millionaire if the present price current 
had ruled in his younger days. We can well 
remember the time when a large proportion of 
our whalers were fitted expressly in pursuit of 
the sperm whale, and when the owners and 
officers of such ships held all whalebone whales 
in contempt, as hardly worth wasting their 
time upon. Those who went on right whaling 
voyages brought home the bone too, for it was 
worth something and served to eke out the 
earnings, enabling them to estimate the pro- 
ceeds of the whole catch at a rate a few cents 
higher ona gallon. It was regarded asa kind 
of subordinate attachment to the oil, like the 
straw to the wheat, or the stover to the corn 
crop, but whoin those days could ever have 
supposed that the commercial value of the two 
commodities would be revulutionized? For the 
expensive and dangerous venture now being 
made into the arctic regions by a eomparative- 


ly few ships each summer might well be talled 
a voyage for bone and oil rather than for oil 
and bone.—Nantucket (Mass.) Inquirer.

It 
gives the rules of the New York Produce Ex- 
change on mineral lubricating oils; the im- 
provements lately introduced in all mineral 
lubricating oils; a treatise on pale oils and their 
o.her different makes, including specialties; an 
article on machinery greases and their com- 
parative value as lubricants; the manufacture 
of wax; judging lubricating oils by their vis- 
cosity; table of Baume and specific gravities; 
comparative tables, etc. Nearly all the sub- 
jects are illustrated and illuminated, forming a 
very attractive and interesting office reference 
book. The books will not be ready for distri- 
bution to the trade until about a week later. 
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The Seal Fishery. 


The Newfoundland correspondent of the 
Montreal Gazette says that nearly all the seal 
vessels have returned to port. Two or three 
steamers are still in the gulf, one being re- 
ported as well loaded. but the report awaits 
confirmation. Altogether, this year’s opera- 
tions have met with indifferent success. The 
failure will be even worse than that of last 
year. I doubt if the catch wiil much exceed 
200,000 seals—about half anaverage. The fol- 
lowing list shows the number of seals taken in 
each year during the last five years:

It will be seen from the foregoing that the 
seal fishery has been a failure during the last 
four years, the average annual catch in that 
period having been 237 359 seals. It cannot be 
doubted that this comparative failure bas its 
favorable side. The seals have been so well 
protected by the band of nature that they have 
gottime to recuperate and increase in num- 
bers. The prospects for the tuture are thus 
brightened, not only will the fishery be pro- 
longed, but a brilliant success awaits the first 


favorable season that may occur. The captains 
allagree in declaring that there is no scarcity 
of seals, but owing to the heavy, closely packed 
ice, they were unable to reach them. One im- 
mense “patch” of seals far north was only 
seen by one sma!! sailing vessel; the rest never 
approached it. The experience of the Neptune 
confirms the opinion that I have expressed. 
She fell in with a huge herd of seals which were 
lying thick on the ice as far as the eye could 
could reach—30,000 at least being in sight. The 
crew bounded on the ice, formed a semi-circle 
within a distance of five miles between the ex- 
tremities,and advanced to the attack. Inan 
hour they had killed 3,000, when a severe snow- 
storm set it; the ice began to open in all direc- 
tions; the men lost sight of the ship; many of 
them fouad themselves on floating pans of ice 
in immense lakes of water. At times, owing 
to the storm, it was impossible to see twice the 
length of the ship. The mep were scattered 
over an area of five square miles, and in great 
peril. The seals had to be abandoned and all 
efforts directed to picking up the men. So 
skilfully was this accomplished that before 
night closed in every man was safe on board; 
next morning the seals were gone. Had the 
day continued fine the Neptune would have 
bad from 10,000 to 15,000 on board or “panned.” 


; Such are tbe fortunes of war in seal-hunting, 
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Oil with Grit in it. 

Makers of lubricating oil would do well to 
take more pains with their products. One 
steamship line out of this port regularly filters 
all its lard oil, and we are told by reliable au- 
thority that it is astonishing to see the amount 
of gritand injurious sediment that is leftin 
the filter. We had positive evidence of ths 
facts above related, respecting “grit” in lubri- 
cating oil, last week, during the trial trip of 
the Dolphin, U. S Dispatch boat. We were 
present on the occasion of the trip of the 12th 
inst., which was broken up by the heating of 
the high-pressure pin, when only a few hours 
out. Upon examination the surface of the pin 
andthe oil in the cups were found to contein 
palpable grit easily .felt between the fingers, 
The oil was drawn directly from the barrels 
and used as all other oils are. Itdoes not need 
a shovelful of sand to start a crank- pin heating, 
and oil men should see that their oils are chem- 
ically and mechanicaily pure. The impurities 
found in animal oils doubtless arise from an 
admixture of mineral oils with them, which 
contain more or less deposit from the still- 
bottom or the well, according to the care with 
which they have been manufactured. Any 
suspected oil may be tested by pouring a little 


on white blotting paper which will absorb the 
oil, leaving the residuum, if any, floating.—Me- 
cenanical; Engineer.

Buyers expect a fur- 
ther weakness in sympathy with other mar- 
kets aud the small outlet for crude, They are 
bidding 30c for important amounts. Com- 
plaints of duliness were more general during 
the week, and dealers venture no opinion on 
the near future. Tank bottoms and soapstock 
have not attracted much attention during the 
week. The latter is offering at 154c on spot, with 
no sales here. S)uthern markets are weaker. 
We are wired to-day from Memphis that crush- 
ers have lowered their views and are now ask- 
ing 30c, a decline of 1c since our last. This step 
was found necessary to meet the price of 29c at 
New Orleans. No further developments have 
been made concerning the progress of the Am- 
erican Cotton Oil Co, or the seed pool. 


The market for prime summer yellow cot- 
tonseed oi] has remained stationary at 38c and 
the feeling at the close was steady but not firm. 
Fruitiess efforts were made during the week 
to break the market and it was frequently re- 
ported that stocks of prime quality could be 
bought at 37@37}¢c for around lot, but these 
reports were found to be unfounded; The near- 
est approach to 3744c was the admission of a 
seller that a buyer might influence him to part 
with 500 bbls at that figure. This fact was 
known two weeks’ ago, but no buyer has ex- 
pressed a wish for 500 bbis. The dull 
feeling prevailing inthe other markets, is felt 
perceptibly in the line of cottonseed oil pro- 
ducts. The receipts during the week were un- 
usually large, aggregating 4,023 bbls (half of 
which was for export), against 1,200 bbis for 
this market the week previous. Buyers were 
inclined to hold Off on account of the liberal 
receipts having a tendency to weaken values, 
but sellers hcild out for the regular price. Part 
of the new stocks were cooking and other high 
priced grades, which are nominally un- 
changed in value, Certain dealers have 
instructions not to part with prime 
summer yellow under 40c and some brands 
now in store will not be released at any 
lowerterms. In the minds of sellers this means 
more confidence in future values, as instruc- 
tions to that effect would not be sent from the 
South without being based upon good grounds. 
Buyers view this in a different light, and think 
it is because the owners of the brands would 
rather pay storage for an indefinite time than 
sacrifice the oil on the open market to satisfy 
competitors. Buyers and sellers are more pro- 
nounced in their opinions of the future 
course of the market, the one side be- 
lieving in a change for the better and 
the other looking for a downward tendency 
in view of the comparatively dull trade. One 
of the mostSencouraging features is wired 
from New Orleans to-day to the effect that the 
demand is mostly from speculators. This fact 
shows more confidence, Sales on the New 
Yorx market in a wholesale way for tte week 
foot up 1,000 bbls, principally at 38c, but none 
under this figure.

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Neutral bloomless oils are without any new 
feature. It 18 difficult to name a value for any 
oil under this head, as it wouldn’t represent 
anything. The manufacture has become so 
diversified that a sample ought to accompany 
each quotation to obtain an intelligent opinion 
of the market. There are good, bad and in- 
different grades from 12c to 30c, and almost 
every gravity is obtainable at either the lowest 
or highest figure quoted. .Most of the manu- 
facturers have specialties in this line which 
are taking the place of regular neutral oils. 
Tradeis dull and in smail lots. 

Black reduced oils are quiet and nominal in 
in value except summer oil, which is obtaina- 
ble at 644c and has a tolerably fair demand. 
There is little probability of an advance, as 
stocks are in good supply and well distributed. 
Various other grades of summer oil are offer- 
ing to the trade atslightly higher figures than 
black reduced. Cold test oils are not wanted, 
but special efforts are making on the part of 
some holders to get rid of stocks before the 
heated term fully sets in, Prices for 
cold test grades are therefore irregular 
and favor buyers. Well-known brands, how- 
ever are not being sacrificed as provision was 
previously made to prevent a surplus of stock 
at this time. The price asked for these makes 
is the same as was established during the win- 
ter, and as will be found in our schedule of 
quotations below. Manufacturers who are in 
the business to make money and who find it 
necessary to maintain full prices to do so, have 
expressed themselves as being strongly op- 
posed to this periodical offering of unseason- 
able goods at a sacrifice, and these same parties 
are still firm in their views regarding cold test 
grades of black or any other oils. 


Light filtered cylinder stocks still attract con- 
siderable attraction from the fact that the late 
cutting in rates is not yet a thing of the past,

Crude menhaden oil has received very little 
attention on this market during the week. The 
first lot of new Northern oil of this season’s 
make, arrived and went into consumption. It 
eonsisted of 8 bbls and was sold on private 
terms. The quality of the oilin question was 
on the average. Values arenominal at 28c. 
This price was bid since our last for choice old 
oiland declined, but no further efforts were 
made to geta price from holders. Exporters 
are not inthe market at the moment, but they 
are watching operations with the view of do- 
ing business in the near future. They are not 
inclined as a rule to pay even 2i%e, 
but an opportunity to refuse such an offer has 
not been presented. Variousreports are heard 
regarding the yield of oil, and all agree about 
the comparatively smallamount. One holder 
in refusing to take 28c for old stock, writes as 
a reason that he only expects 500 bbls of oil for 
his labor during the season,and this amount, he 
gays, will have to come from the same number 
of fish caught last season and from which 2800 
bbls of oil were manufactured. Another 
factory writes that no oil was obtained 
from 100,000 fish and they had to be placed 
among the scrap as the only source 
of revenue. Still another factory is heard from 
with a report of an average yield of one gallon 
to each 1,000 fish. Thus the results of the first 
catch are made known, and they tend to 
strengthen the views of holders. No complaint 
is heard of a scarcity of fish; they are being 
brought to shore in large cargoes, but the tem- 
perature of the water has been so cold that it 
interfered with the natural growth of the oil- 
yielding substance of the fish, The same expe- 
rience is to be related, however, of every 
season at the start. The latter part of 
this month is expected to make an import- 
ant improvement in this respect. Some steam- 
ers did not go out last season until July, anda 
few are waiting warmer weather this season 
before starting out. Theearly catch is more 
for scrap purposes. Ifthe fish are larger than 
usual as reported from the fishing grounds, 
there is reason to expect even a larger yield 
than last year. 

The refined grades are steady at our quota- 
tions below, which have been changed slightly 
since last week’s issue. Japan oil on spot is 
receiving no inquiry; being held at too high a 
limit for buyers, no business is expected to 
result. Japan oil in London is quoted at £15@ 
16 in ceses and £16@17 in casks.

The bears had things all their own way on 
Friday. Traders were more inclined to sell 
than buy. The holiday kept many out of the 
market who had experienced unexpected sur- 
prises on the heels of preceding holidays. The 
noble bull had become tired. When war was 
probable with Russia he went long, when the 
field situation was transferred to the black- 
board he went long, when the bullish stock re- 
ports came out he went long, and it was his 
miserable fate to lose money on every turn. No 
wonder the noble animal was discouraged, and 
little wonder then that the market should 
slide downward on the slippery scale of frac- 
tions. The market opened at 805c, its highest 
figure, and then melted away gradually 
throughout the session. There was heavy 
buying at 7954c and under this influence values 
rallied to 80c, but soon after broke to 793¢c, 
closing at 79}4c at New York, 793¢c at Bradford, 
79l¢c at Vil City and 79}¢c at Pittsburg. The 
Connors No. 1 had increased Thorn Creek’s pro- 
duction to 8,621 barrels.

Two heavy failures knocked the conceit out 
of the market yesterday. Austin Black and E. 
Wygant were the unlucky ones. Over 100,000 
barrels of cheap crude were sold on their ac- 
count. A third broker who was compelled to 
go under compromised with his creditors. The 
market was excited and feverish all day long. 
When the word was given in the morning 
the gelding 7954. was the first to score. No one 
could beat his attempt. Before the half mile 
post was reached the brown mare 78}¢c had 
pasced the gelding. Coming into the home 
stretch there was a lively brush between the 
leaders, the heat and race being won by the 
sorrell horse 7814c, who was sired by Bear and 
damned by all the bulls. Thorn Creek’s output 
was increased to 9,148 barrels. At Oil City, 
Bradford and Pittsburg the market closed at 
7834c. 

Sales were as follows; Consolidated, 8,530,000; 
Bradford, 2,906,000; Oil City, 4,042,000; Pittsburg, 
1,872,000; total sales May 29, 17,350,000 barrels.

The market scored an advance of 134 cents 
to-day. The day started in with sales at 
78k4c. Afew moments after the opening the 
fraction had been knockei off and oil changed 
bands at the even figures. By degeees the 
market warmed up and advanced at two 
o’clock to 7934c. Just as the gong sounded, 
7914c was bid at New York, 795¢c at Bradford, 
79!4c at Oil City and 79}¢c at Pittsburg. 


PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, June 2, 1885. 

The week has been characterized by a weak 
and insipid market, and a gradual but unre- 
strained decline in values, Whether or not 
the bottom has been reached is a matter of con- 
jecture. Probably the market will go lower 
before it goes higher. The oil report for the 
deceased month of May, shows a heavy in- 
crease in the number of new wells completed 
and under way, but a noteworthy and sugges- 
tive falling off in the volume of new produc- 
tion. Ordinarily the compeltion of so large a 
number of wells would mean a big 
increase in the monthly output of 
the oil pools. The searcher after crude hada 
hard month of it. It cost a good-sized fortune 
to drill the 32 dry holes credited to the month 
and their failure has condemned untold hun- 
dreds of acres of what was regarded as prospec- 
tive oil territory, 

Up to Monday there was absolutely no life to 
the market. Fluctuations for weeks back had 
ranged within exceedingly narrow limits. 
When Monday came with its demoralizing in- 
fluences, two brokers who had vainly tried to 
stem the speculative tide, were forced to throw 
up their hands and sink beneath the waves. A 
block of over 100,000 barrels of oil was sold for 
their account. The market, which was ready 
to topple over, needed only this body blow to 
send it into a quick decline. To-day the tone 
was somewhat improved, but the market was 
still weak, limp and feverish. 

While this state of affairs exist at the Ex- 
changes, it is refreshing to take an occasional 
look at the statistical situation. During the 
weeping month of May the stocks of oil above 
ground were drawn upon to the extent of 
about 350,000 barrels. This shows an important 
falling off in the visible supply in the hands of 
the pipe lines. It is probable that the stocks 
will be further reduced during June, at least 
there is nothing in the surface indications to 
base an increase upon. 


With no new fields of importance in sight, 
and the production of the old pools constantly 
declining, the outlook for better prices is cer- 
tainly encouraging. From May 1 to 30 the 
pipe line runs averaged 56,767 bbls per diem, 
against a dailyaverage of 60,290 bbls in April, 
66.713 bbls in May, 1884, and 69,445 bbls in May, 
1883. The daily average of deliveries has been 
68,461 bbls against 61,427 bbls in April, 61,268 
bbis in May, 1884, and 64,314 bbls in May, 1883. 
During the same time the charters averaged 
30,612 bbls a day as compared with 44,590 bbis in 
April, 50,500 bbls in May, 1884, and 49,450 bbs in 
May, 1883. 

The scarcity of certificates last week caused 
a break in the carrying rates which fell off to 
“flat.” The bulls thus haa their oil carried 
without any cost to the lender. It is noticed 
that when carrying rates are quoted “flat” 
that the market is unusually affected. Values 
on such occasions display a bullheaded ten- 
dency to decline. This was the case last week.

Later the failure of Mr. E. Wygant was an- 
nounced. The Chairman sold 37,000 barrels of 
short oi) for his account.

The Franklin Heavy Oil District. 


@The present status of the heavy oil trade 
Practically remains unchanged, $5.65 at the 
wells, but the demand at present is rather 
meagre. During the past month, says the Oil 
City Derrick, one or two wildeat wells were 
drilled with the hopes of augmenting the pres- 
ent boundary of the heavy oil field, but success 
failed to crown the efforts. The most import- 
ant of these ventures, and one which will have 
a marked effect in the future development of 
territory, was the Sheasley & Parker well, on 
the William Bean farm, Canal. This well was 
located a number of miles in advance of defined 
territory, and had the well been a success a 
large scope of land would have been opened 
up. However, there was only a hght show of 
oil of an inferior quality. Harper & James, on 
the Clark Warden farm, about one mile from 
the Speer ferm, are down and are now trying 
to exhaust the salt water. The sand does not 
indicate that they will obtain a good well, but 
nothing definite will be known until the well 
has been torpedoed. 

The best wells drilled during the month are 
the Owston and Richardson ventures on the H. 
B. Keely homestead. After torpedoing the 
wells maintained a production of eight or ten 
barrels for a number of days, but have gradu- 
ally declined and are now producing about five 
barrels per day. There is no drilling of any ac- 
count being done at the front, and from the 
present outlook there is not much prospect of 
activity in this quarter for some time to come. 

The runs by the new pipe line for April were 
1,150 barrels and the shipments 1,961 barrels, 
while the stock on hand is 4,006 barrels. The 
report of the old line showsthe runs almost 
double the shipments, while the large amount 
of stock does not speak well for future prices. 
The runs of old oil are: First district, 4,574 bar- 
rels; old oil, second district, 1610 barrels; front 
oil, first district, 1,176 barrels; front oil, second 
district, 1,202 barrels. Shipments: Old oil, first 
district, 2,998 barrels; old oil, second district, 
2,021 barrels; front. tirst and second districts, 
nothing. The stock on band old district No. 1, 
15,862 barrels; old district No. 2, 1,021 barrels; 
front district No. 1, 5,935 barrels; front district 
No. 2, 6,080 barrels. The total runs were 8.563 
barrels and the total shipments 4,930 barrels, 
while the stock on hand is 27,497 barrels. The 
aggregate runs. shipments and stocks by both 
lines are as follows: Runs 9,713 barrels, ship- 
ments 6,891 barrels, and stock on hand May 1 
82,403 barrels. 
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The Oil Producer Not aSucees as a 
Speculator. 


The slow but more or less steady advance in 
prices which has been going on during the last 
few weeks must gratify the producer and cer- 
tainiy means quite an increase in the wealth of 
the oil region. Even granting the undoubted 
strength of the “short interest,” it 1s unlikely 
that prices wili for the present decline much 
unless some new territory is opened or some 
unexpected gusher struck. Granting that the 
present condition of affairs continues, we look 
fora slow advance; and if the producer will 
only learn wisdom, cease to grasp after shadows 
and firmly stick to producing, there nced be no 
necessity for growling about bard times. Let 
the producer quit gambling. Hitherto that has 
been the chief cause of his disaster; if persisted 
in will be his downfall. 

The Producer has to make up his mind that 

the old days of big profits are gone. For years 
the tendency of prices, not only in oil but in 
cotton, iron, wheat and every other staple has 
been downward, The tendency of commerce 
is to bring the cost of everything down to the 
lowest point possible. The natural regult of the 
growth of trade, the improvements in manu- 
facturing, the increased facilities of transporta- 
tion is to cheapen commodities. For years the 
price ot wheat has been declining, and so with 
iron, and nearly all the necessities and nota 
few of the luxuries of life. It has been so with 
oil, and it seems to us that any permanent re- 
turn to old-time prices should not be looked 
for. There may, of course, be ephemera! specu- 
lative booms, but these are unmitigated evils 
and have done far more than low prices to im- 
poverish the oil trade. They have been a curse; 
first, last and al! the time,an utter abomina- 
tion. 

It is our firm belief that producing has always 
been and atillis a paying business and that it will 
compare favorably with the majority of the 
professions by which millions earn a livelihood. 
It may have bad its fat years and iis lean years, 
but is not that true of any business? 

What the producer needs todo now is to cease 
sighing for « market ranging among the dollars 
or even above one dollar and to draw a broad 
line between producing and speculating, and 
to keep strictly on his side of it. Let him go 
his way and let speculation go its way. Specu- 
lation has done much to enrich him in the past, 
and would have enriched him had he kept to 
his business, for speculation bas done far more 
to advance than depress prices, and for years it 
has been the producers’ ass, carrying his bur- 
den—the stocks. 

The cry is now raised that speculation is kill - 
mg the producing business. It is, in one sense, 
because the producer speculate. But let bim 
leave the market alone, ‘‘stick to his last,”’ and 
in the end, we do not believe the producer will 
have a word tosay against speculation. Jobn 
Stuart Mills says speculation can burt no one 

but the speculator,—Titusvile Herald. 


Litigation Over - Oil Well, Drilling 
ar. 


Col. 8. B. Dick, of Meadville, and the Gibbs & 
Sterrett Manufacturing Co., of Titusville, in 
charge of F. W. Ames, receiver, are the owners 
of the patent for the famous combined iron and 
steel drilling jars, says the Meadville Tribune. 
This jar ie an indispensable part of the tools for 
drilling ofl and artesian wells, and the inven- 
tion has been of incalculable service in the oil 
districts of Pennsylyania and elsewhere. A 
number of licenses were granted by the owners 
of the patent to prominent manufacturers in 
the oil regions: some other manufacturers bave 
used the patented device without license. The 
rights of the patentees for several years past 
have been in charge of non-resident counsel, 
who, under the pressure of other work, have 
neglected this business and litte or nothing by 
way of enforcing the just claims of the ho.ders 
of this patent bad been done for several years. 

In January last these gentlemen called the 
attention of Joshua Douglas, Esq., tothe mat- 
ter,and at their earnest solicitation he took 
charge of the same and prepared bills for pro- 
eeedings in the United States courts of Penn 
sylvania and New York and in the several 
courts of Common Pleas in Western Pennsy]l- 
vania. We nctice that on Tuesday of this week 
Mr. Dougias brought five suits in the United 
States Circuit Court at Pittsburg against differ- 
ent manufacturers of oil well tools for in- 
fringement of this patent, and, as we are in- 
formed, will immediately bring a large number 
of suits in the courts of McKean, Warren, For- 
est, Clarion, Venango, Armstrong and other 
counties of this State for the collection of roy- 
nities for the use of this patent under license, 
and will bring a number of other cases in the 
Federal courts of New York and Virginia ‘or 
infringemeots

The Transpoatation of Petroleum in 
Bulk, 

At a recent meeting of the Society for En- 
couraging Russian Navigation a paper was read 
by M. Valdemar on the carriage of naphtha in 
bulk—instead of in barrels or cans—as a new 
and abundant source of prorit for the owners 
of small sailing craft trading in the Black Sea. 
“Atthe present time there are transported 
yearly from Baku by this means of cisterns in 
coasting sailing luggers 200,000,000 gallons of 
naphtha, kerosene and i1esiduum to the mouth 
of the Volga; 20,' 00,000 to Enzelli, on the Per- 
sian side of the Caspian Sea, and from 8,000.000 
to 10,000,000 to the Persian town of Resht and 
other places. The grater part of the Persian 
fleet of commercial sailing vessels on the Cas- 
pian is exclusively employed forthe convey- 
ance of naphthain bulk. Besides these there 
are 40 or 50 Russian steamers and innumerable 
sailing vessels employed in this trade. Mr. 
Artemieff bas four sailing vessels, two of which 
cac carry 60,000 gallons each, while one vessel 
can manage 110,000 gallons and the fourth 36,000 
These vessels perform from 9 to 14 trips—the 
medium is ll-a year between Baku and Day- 
vet Foot, a part of the Caspian Sea, a few hours’ 
distance from Astrakban, beyond which vessels 
drawing more feet of water cannot navigate, 
and they earn u freight rate of 1 kopek a gal- 
lon per journey, so that a vessel carrying 50,000 
gallons earns 5,000 or 6,000 roubles a year. It 
was also shown that in consequence of the 
Baku Batoum Railway having lowered its tariff 
for carriage of naphtha products to between 3 
and 4 kopeks agallon, and increased the num- 
ber of its tank cars, that line will doubtless Le- 
fore long have to convey not less than 200,000,- 
000 gallons of naphtha products nearly, and, 
therefore, hundreds of vessels will be required 
to carry these products, not only to the ports 
of the Black and Avon seas, but also to those 
of the Meditterranean Sea."’"— Exchange. 
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Butler County Oil Wildcats. 


Prospectors are drilling wildcats in a!i sec- 
tions of Butier county. 

A test well is being drilled on the Garvey 
farm, northeast of Portersville. 

8. P. Armstrong & Co. have eecured a large 
body of leases in Brady Township. They have 
located a wildcat on the Bredin & Donoghue 
farm. The company have about 1700 acres 
leased at an eighth royalty. ‘This well lies 
almost northwest of the Thorn Creek district 
about fifteen miles. 

Sheriff Donoghue and others have a large 
body of leases in Worth and Muddy Creek 
townships—1,000 acres—at one-eighth royalty, 

The Fisher Oil Company has a long strip of 
land leased in Worth township, running east 
and west. 

The Christie Bros & Hays are drilling on the 
Galloway farm on the Little Connoquenessing 
Creek, about one mile northeast of Whites- 
town, and northwest of the Baldridge develop- 
ments about six miles. This company has a 
number of leases at one-eighth royalty on over 
five hundred acres. Drilling was commenced 
about four weeks ago and the fresh water has 
been cased.off. At present, they have a trou- 
blesome fishing job. ; 

Rigney & Company, on the ‘Squire Kelly 
farm, three miles south of Butler, have cased 
their well. This company have over 300 acres 
of land leased. 

George Howe & Co. have 200 acres of land 
adjoining the Rigney & Co. leases, at graded 
royalties. Also a lease from Mrs. Elvira Lyon‘ 
of 50 acres, graded ro,alty; also McJunkin 
heirs, 30 acres, graded royalty; also Nicholas 


Spabn, 20 acres, graded royalty; also Leightner 
farm, 50 acres, graded royalty, anda refusal of 
100 acres. 

Bly & Co. have leased 600 acres in Cherry 
township, due north of Thorn Creek twenty- 
three miles. A well is drilling on the Hindman 
farm; it has reached a depth of 400feet. Some 
years ago a well was drilled in that section, and 
a very excellent quality of sand was found with 
a show oO! oil. It is said the sand closely resem- 
bled the Thorn Creek rock. The drillers bailed 
out considerable oil, but the great volume of 
salt water completely destroyed the prospects 
for oil in paying quantities. The company 
deemed it an unnecessary expenditure of capi- 
tal to put the well in pumping order. 

Andy Scheidlemantie bas been drilling con- 
siderably the past few months in Washington 
township, southwest of the Byrom Center oil 
developments. One of bis wildcats is about 
finished. Operations have been suspended 
“why and wherefore”’ no mortal knows, except- 
ing the owner and the men employed. The 
sand was of such a quality as to warrant the 
taking of additional leases in the vicinity. 
When the requisite number are acquired the 
well will probably be drilled through the oil- 
producing rock, 

Mr. William Bredin has obtained some leases 
in the vicinity of the drilling well by the Na- 
tional ‘Transit Company, a mile from the town 
of Butler—é&0 acres from Mrs. Joe Stoughton, 
off the Grant farm west of town, at graded 
royalties. 
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The Oil Report for May. 


The oil report for May shows an increase of 
84 in the number of wells completed, a small 
increase in new production and a large increase 
in the number of dry holes. The production on 
the last day of May was closely estimated at. 
4,880 barrels. Of the 213 wells completed 32 
were dry, The new producers averaged 40 bar- 
relseach in April, while in May the average 
had fallen off to 27 barrels. 

Of the wells completed, Bradford furnished 
38, Clarendon and Tiona 38 and Butler county 
46. Thorn Creek completed 27 wells in May, 
five of which were dry. May 31, this dis- 
trict had 121 producing wells, which gauged 
7,300 barrels. The two largest wells completed 
during May were the Connor, Fisheli & Stow, 
on the Stow lease of the Mangell farm and the 
Gartlan well on division 9 of Murphy & Co.’s 
fifty acre lease on the same property. The 
southeastern trend of the development has re- 
ceived a set back in the shape of three failures, 
but there is still room between them, thinks 
the Blizzard, for a sudden curve to the north 
and east. While afew believers in the future 
of the field still theorize on an extension in this 
direction, the general opinion begins to prevail 
that this phenomenal pool has been most 
effectually corralied. 

During May there was a large increase in the 
amount of new work got under way. A large 
part of this new work lies within the limits of 
old fields, in which producers declare it is im- 
possible to drill profitably with oil selling at 
only 80 centsa barrel. The busiest sections of 
the region are along the Cole Creek front of 
the Bradford field and in Clarion and Tioga. 
Cogley Run, in Clarion County,and the district 
around Rockland in Venango County are be- 
ginning to give decided promise of future im- 
portance. 

It is noteworthy that the tendency of opera- 
tions isto draw the producer from Bradford 
and Allegany, at the northern end of the re 
gion, tothe southwest in Butler County and 
toward Pittsburg. The number of “wildcats” 
at present going down is very large, and they 
are not confined to Pennsylvania, but extend 
to Ohio and Kentucky. A company has begun 
drilling a test well of importance in Marion, 
Ohio. They say they are going for gas, eighty- 
cent oil, China, or “‘sbeol.’’ On the whole the 
May report is bearish—bearish in actual results 
and in the promises of the future and the vital- 
ity shown by the operators everywhere. 


In the scuth-western part of McKean county 
H. Landsrath bas an important test under way 
on lot 374, Wetmore township. In Forest county, 
south-west of the Tiona district, several wild- 
cate have been started. Horton, Crary & Co. 
are drilling on lot 281, Sheffield township; Coch- 
ron Bros. are riggicg up on lot 243 and Thomp- 
son & Jones are drilling on lot 664 in Cherry 
Grove township. South-west of Balltown, ou 
5215, some work is projected in the vicinity of 
the Goff dry hole. Dr. Heath is drilling on 576 
in Watson township; on 540, in Pleasant town- 
ship. A. L. Kern is startiog a well; ia Limestone 
township, warrant 5225, A. M. O'Donnell & Co. 
have a rig up; in Harmony township, James E. 
Cochran is getting ready to drill on the MclIao- 
tyre farm. In Butler and the adjoining counties 
sixteen wildcat wells are in various stages of 
progress.

It is just discovered, says a Pittsburg corres- 
pondent, that Perry Davis, the originator of 
the celebrated ‘‘ Pain Killer,” has for the last 
fifteen years been an inmate of the Mercer 
County, Pa., Almshouse. Davis is a Frenchman 
and came to the United Statcs years ago and at 
once embarked in the business of manufactur- 
ing and selling his medicine, which he generally 
disposed of himself, by traveling around the 
country with a team and a two-wheeled cart. 
Just how he lost the title to the medicine is not 
known, as Davis after entering the almshouse 
was taciturn concerning his business. It is 
supposed, however, that he gave the receipt to 
others, with the understanding that he was to 
have an interest in the business. He began to 
deal in financial speculation on a large scale, 
and failed. His affairs then became much 
mixed up and the sheriff finally sold his goods 
for debt. Davis disappeared and was found 
several days afterward roaming through the 
woods a lunatic, A large gash across his throat 
seemed to imply that he had made an attempt 
at suicide. After his capture he became 
morose and sullen. Fer two months at a time 
he would not speak a word and then would 
talk only of his early history. One of his 
peculiarities is that he will never take medicine 
under any circumstances. Of late he has be-

Spurious Cubebs. 
BY E. M. HOLMES, F. L. 8.,* 

My attention has recently been directed again 
to the spurious cubebs which were offered for 
sale in the London market last year, by a para- 
graph injihe Lancet (May 2, p. 829) from the 
pen of Dr Buxton Shillitoe, in which he states 
that a patient came to him, who had been tak- 
ing cubeb powder, and compiained that it made 
him feverish, with sickness and purging. The 
patient had previously taken cubeb powder 
for a week without its disagreeing with him, 
and then had to buy some more. The new sam- 
ple had a more acrid and unpleasant taste, and 
gave rise to nausea, followed by diarrhoea etc, 
He persevered with it for three days, when he 
became so ill that he could not go to business. 

Feeling sure that either the spurious cubebs 
(Piper crassipes?), which Mr. W. Kirkby kindly 
examined microscopically at my request 
(Pharm. Journ., [3], xv., p. 653), or the berries 
of Daphnidium Cubeba, which have still more 
recently been offered as cubebs, had been used, 
either pure or mixed with true cubebs, I wrote 
to Dr. Shillitoe, who kindly furnished me witb 
a specimen of the cubebs which caused the 
unpleasant symptoms above described. 

The distinctions between the true and spuri- 
ous cubebs, given in Mr. Kirkby’s paper, being 
available only for detecting the entire fruit and 
not for the examination of the powder if mixed 
with that of true cubebs, it seemed desirable to 
again examine the drug in the interests of 
public safety, in the hope of finding out some 
practical test that could be easily and quickly 
applied so as to enable chemists who might 
unwittingly have received the adulterated 
article to detect its character. I therefore made 
adecoction of the true drug. of the Piper 
crassipes and of the Dapbnidium Cubeba, and 
of the adulterated cubebs furwarded by Dr. 
Shillitoe, and applied several reagents, with the 
following results. 

Iodine solution gave a bright indigo-blue col- 
oration with the genuine cubebs, adul! purplish 
hue with .’. crassipes, no changeof color with 
Daphbnidinm Cubeba, and a dull purplish-blue 
w'th the spurious cubebs, indicating an admix- 
ture of a little genuine cubebs with P. cras- 
sipes, very different to the distinct blue tint of 
the genuine drug 

Solutions of bichloride of mercury, subace- 
tute of lead, perchloride of iron, and nitric acid 
gave no useful indicaticns. 

On crushing a little of the genuine cubebs on 
a@ porcelain slab with concentrated sulphuric 
acid,a deep crimson color with a distinct car- 
mine tint in itis quickly developed. P. cras- 
sipes gives a reddish-brown color, Daphnidium 
Cubeba a yellowish-brown hue, and the adul- 
terated cubebs a crimson-brown tint. Under 
thé microscope the small angular starch of both 
the false and genuine cubebs is easily recog- 
nized, but D. Cubeba does not show any starch 
granules. 

On repeating the experiments I found that 
the distinct pure blue tint given by iodine to a 
decoction of genuine cubebs could be distin- 
guished without difficulty from the dull purple 
tint (like diluted ink) of the spurious cubebs, 
even when the liquid was diluted, and that the 
peculiar carmine hue of the genuine was easily 
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recognizable in the genuine article, especially 
at the edge of the drop of acid, but not inthe 
adulterated cubebs. 

I hasten. therefore, to point out these two 
tests, in the hope that they may serve to pre- 
vent this spurious cubebs from being further 
sold to the public. In view cf the difficulty 
that exists in preventing spurious drugs, 
especially in the form of powder, entering into 
commerce, it may be interesting to state the 
facts concerning the spurious cubebs, so far as 
I am acquainted with them, 

On March 2], 1884, I received a specimen of 
spurious cubebs, from Mr. J. Hartford. of New 
York, who stated: “I picked up in the early 
part of the week, a sample of cubebs out ofa 
lot of two bags c ffered at a publicauction here. 
I was unable to procure any information about 
this lot, but learned that the customs office 
here had condemned a lot as not being genuine 
and had confiscated the same, and by the 
courtesy of Major Horner I am enabled to 
send you two samples. No doubt the high 
price now ruling has to do with this imita- 
tion,” On May 6, 1884, I received another 
sample from a wholesale druggist, who re- 
quested an opinion as to their genuineness, 
stating that they had been offered for sale, 
andtwo hundredweight had been purchased, 
presumably in ignorance, by a London drug 
firm. Subsequently, on June 17, I was in- 
formed that the same cubebs were offered a 
second time, and not a single bid was made, 
and the selling broker was simply laughed at. 
Nevertheless, there can be no doubt that the 
spurious cubebs have been powdered and sold 
as genuine, or mixed with the genuine, as has 
upparently been done in the case alluded to by 
Dr. Shillitoe. 

It is worthy of note in connection with this 
subject thata species of pepper, evidently so 
nearly allied to cubebs, should possess proper- 
ties so different to that of the genuine drug, 
and it may serve as a warning to wholesale as 
well as retail chemists to carefully examine 
the drugs that pass through their hands, even 
when presenting a genuine appearance. At 
the present time I have good reason to believ 
that there isin commerce a root which closely 
resembles the true Pareira brava in appear- 
ance, except in having narrower and more 
woody concentric zones. Although evidently 
belonging to the same natural order, there is 
no evidence as yet that it possesses similar 
properties. 

In conclusion, it may be reiterated here that 
the spurious cubebs have a more bitter taste 
and an odor resembling that of mace. 

It may also be pointed out as a general rule, 
that when a drug goes up in price, it is time to 
be cn the look out for adulteration or substi- 


tution. 


The Mineral Deposits of Utah. 


Mr. Daniel Myers, of Cleveland, on a recent 
visit to Utah, wrote a very interesting letter to 
the Cleveland Leader on the situation of affairs 
in Salt Lake City, and among his observations 
we find the following, relative to the mineral 
deposits of that State. He writes: 

“The mineral deposits of Utah are wonderful, 
and exist in magnificent quantities; bituminous 
coal veins sixty feet thick; copper mines with 
large veins of ore yielding 60 per cent. of cop- 
per; iron ore of the very best quality. Thereare 
also extensive soda and rock salt deposits. The 
immense silver mines of this territory are too 
well known to require comment from me, 

“Of course sulphur deposits received my spe- 
cial atteation. I personally examined nineteen 
different mines all containing thousands of tons 
of sulpbur averaging over 60 per cent. pure 
sulphur. One of these deposits deserves special 
mention. It is located ina little valley at the 
base of the mountain range and sbows a sur- 
tace of about 2,400 feet long and 1,z00 teet wide. 
Shafts were sunk In various parts of the deposit 
showing a depth of forty feet without finding 
the bottom—it may be over one hundred feetin 
depth. A cubic foot of the ore weighs over 
one hundred pounds. Any schoolboy can 
figure out that this deposit alone contains 
millions of tons—at least enough to supply 
this nation for a century to come; and yet the 
supply of the United States all comes from 
Sicily, simply because all refined sulphur is im- 
ported duty free under the name of crude eul- 
phur. Every importer knows this to be a fact, 
as the Sicily mines do not average 25 per cent., 
and yetevery pound that comes in averages 
over 90 per cent. pure sulphur. But the fraud 
has been tolerated so long it bas become a 
‘commercial custom’ to term refined sulphur 
‘crude.’ Thus the revenue has been cheated 
out of millions of dollars to enrich the owners 
of Sicily mines.and our American mines forced 
to remain dormant, as American labor cannot 
compete with Italian, macaroni-fed, forty- 
cents-a-day labor. The imports last year were 
105,(00 tons. This freight alone would lift the 
U. P. R. R. out of all her financial troubles. If 
taken from the mines here it would require a 
train each day of tbirty cars for every working 
day in the year. 

“Sulphur is of volcanic origin. The gases are 
still rising from the interior,and coming in 
contact with the cool surface, condense and 
leave a deposit of sulphur. Hence this deposit 
will continue to grow until these sulphurous 
gases cease to rise. Frequently during the year 
birds—small animals—and sometimes coyotes 
enter the sulphur pits, seeking shelter or re- 
pose. They are soon soothed to rest by the gas 
and warmth, and sleep the sleep that knows no 
waking.”

The chemical market during the past week 
has ruled very quiet,as is usually the case 
when a holiday intervenes, The opening of the 
month, however, has brought forward rather 
more trade though the dimensions are atill 
small. being confined to current wants. About 
all of the heavy chemicals are steady and show 
but few changes. The other light chemicals 
are meeting with the usual jobbing demand. A 
prominent importer in talking about the out- 
look for the future, said: “Somehow the con- 
dition of trade in this country does nct war- 
rant expecting much advance in ash by reasun 
of the English combination reported by cable 
4&8 now accomplished. On the other hand the 
bleach arrangement proved successful. It re- 
mains to be seen whether the much larger num- 
ber of soda ash makers can be held in check by 
agreement. The glass-makers are unanimous 
in stating that the season just closing has been 
tar from profitable, and assert that wages must 
be reduced or prices for glass materially ad- 
vance before fires will be lighted next season. 
Should this be carried out may not the 
reduced consumption in this country 
equalize the reduced production in Eng- 
land and leave the market just where it is?” 
Messrs. P. D. Carr & Co., under date of Liver- 
pool, May 22d, say: “A good business has been 
done during the last fortnight, but prices have 
been irregular, and in some instances the mar- 
ket closes at a decline. Caustic soda bas been 
weaker lately, and closes lower for prompt, 
but steady for forward. A large contract for 
70 per cent bas been made at £8 178 6d. Soda 
ash has been selling well at the old prices, and 
some makers are quite full of orders for this 
month. It is said that itis very probable that 
the trade will agree to a reduction of 15 per 
cent in the make of saltcake, and higher prices 
are expected to rule before long tor alkali 
products. Saltcake is steady, but without any 
upward tendency, and there is not much doing, 
as th_re is little or nothing to be sold for this 
month and next. Soda crystals are firm and 
notlikely to be lower. They have recently ad- 
vanced in the Newcastle district, where soda 
ash also is dearer, Bleaching powder con- 
tinued to advance, and closes at £6 15s@7 for 
prompt. £6 15s also paid for June and since re- 
fused. Several makers are sold out for June 
as well as for May. These pricesare being paid 
by American buyers, and most of the best 
brands are held for £7. There is not much do- 
ing in forward contracts; £6 158@7 is the price 
generally asked to the end of the year.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool brands has been very dull since 
our last report, even though letters are coming 
to hand giving glowing accounts of the pro- 
posed reductions by the alkali makers. Values 
here continue steady and are nominally quoted 
at 140@1 55c, as to quantity and brand, with 
buyere only purchasing to cover current 
wants. High test is in thesame position, there 
being almoet a total absence of any active de- 
mand, with holders quoting 1 30@135c, and 
buyers offering 120@1 25c for forward ship- 
ments, all of which have been declined. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
Liverpool brands, since the opening of the 
month, has been in rather more request. The 
sales comprise 75 tuns at prices ranging from 
1 2734@1 32c as to quantity and brand. High 
test is dull and neglected at our previous quota- 
tions. Messrs. Robert Crooks & Co., under 
date of Liverpool, May 21, say: ** Makers be- 
longing to the Alkali Association are to hold 
an important meeting to-morrow, to consider 
the recommendation of their committee to re- 
strict the decomposition of salt. It is expected 
that this will be carried unanimously, and that 
before long remunerative prices may again be 
obtained, In the meantime makers are ready 
agllers for prompt at our last quotations of 
13-16d for 48 per cent carbonated, and 1 5-324 
for 48 per cent caustic ash. High strength 
could probably be bought at a shade less than 
quotations.” 

Alkali 36 per cent is only wanted in a jobbing 
way. and is obtainable at 1 15@125c as to quan- 
tity, brand and holder. For B M 48 per cent 
there has only been a light demand for prompt 
delivery, as very few of the glass makers are 
purchasin:s any stock to any extent for imme- 
diate shipment. as many of them are already 
beginning to draw their fires. For shipments 
during the summer months there has been 
rather more inquiry, but as holders are nct dis- 
posed to name below 1 35@1%c, no business is 
reported. High test B M continues to come to 
hand, with only light stocks, however, being 
obtainable for prompt delivery, as the bulk is 
generally under contract for consumption. 
The sales comprise 250 tons to arrive at 130@ 
1 824ec asto quantity and aate of delivery. The 
other high test refined alkalies are dull and 
neglected at the moment. 

Newcastle ash 48 per cent is very dull at the 
moment; this, however, is to be expected at 
this season of the year. The recent arrival by 
steamer at Philadelphia has about all been 
placed from dock at fair prices, only a small 
portion going into store. There is a steamer 
on way to this port with a full cargo, part of 
which, however, is under contract for consump- 
tion; the balance, no doubt, will go into store, 
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as importers are not disposed to accept the low 
bids that buyers are making, who contend, if 
they are accepted, that they will have to carry 
them over until the next fire. A lot of 200 tons 
of a prime make was freely offered from dock 
at 134c without takers, while in a jobbing way 
there have been sales of 100 tons at prices rang- 
ing from 1 2734@! 0c, as to brand and quantity. 
High test is quiet, though there has been rather 
more inquiry for shipments to come forward 
during the summer months, and one glass 
maker was bold enough to offer 1 20c, 90 days, 
for 150 tons, Inthe absence of any active de- 
mand prices are nominally quoted at 1274@ 
1 30c, as to brand and quantity. 

Bleaching powder, as the warm weather ad- 
vances, begins to show more life, and on the 
whole it may be called the most active article 
on the list. The arrivals continue light, thus 
enabling holders to obtain full prices, There 
have, however, been a few sales to arrive at 
Boston at 1 60@1 62}4c, while for prime high test 
brands here nothing better than 1 65c is named, 
while some holders are quoting up to 1 70@1 75¢ 
for jobbing orders. The sales comprise 150 casks 
at prices within the range. Messrs. Robert 
Crooks & Co, under date of Liverpool, May 21, 
say: “A further advance of 5s has been estab 
lished, s.me fair sized lots having changed 
bands at £5 15s. Makers generally ask £7 now, 
but would probably take 2s 6a less. Re-sellers 
are still disposed to accept £6 lis to quit. De- 
mand the last day or two has subsided some- 
what, and should Avverican demand not im- 
prove possibly £6 15s may be shaded.” 


Caustic soda 60 per cent. is only wanted ina 
limited way at the moment at prices ranging 
from 2 85@3c as to brand, quantity and holder. 
The arrivals of high test caustic have been 
light during the week, values however are only 
barely steady, as many of the recent cheap 
purchases are still for resale, at prices a shade 
under present cost of importation. The sales 
comprise 150 dms from dock at 2 52}¢c, while 
for jobbing orders they are quoting 2 57}¢c as 
to brand and quautity;also 150 dms 74 per cent, 
to arrive by steamer on way at 265c, and 60 
dms of 76 per cent at 3 00@3 05c as to quantity. 
Late mail advices says: Caustic soda continues 
in poor demand, but prices are well maintained. 
There is little offering in second hands for 
which Is 3d less inight be taken than what 
makers asx, who are firm at £7 12s 6d for 60 per 
cent and £8 15s for 70 per cent, and decline sell- 
ing forward except at a premium. 

Sal soda English is yery dull at the moment, 
only small jobbing sales are being made from 
store to mect current wants at 1 02}4@1 10c as to 
quantity. For shipments there is rather more 
inquiry, but as stocks are large on way buyers 
are not anxious to purchase at present prices 
unless some concessions are made. Sales are 
reported of 60 tuns‘at 95@Ic as to quantity and 
brand. 

Sal soda American under an improved de- 
mand is becoming very much reduced in stock, 
though manufacturers have not as yet made 
any change in quotations. Sales are reported 
of 225 tons at prices ranging from 1@1 02\4¢c f o 
b less 144 per cent for cash, as to quantity and 
style of package. 

Salt cake for prompt delivery is du'l and 
neglected, but for forward shipments there has 
been more inquiry, but pending the settlement 
of the outpnt question abroad by the alkali 
makers, importers are not offering very freely 
at current figures. Sales are reported of 60 
tons spot and to arrive by near-by vessels at 60 
@65c 2.8 to quantity, test and make. 

Granulated crystals and carbonate of soda 
are both in request as the warm weather ap- 
proaches. There is a fair Jobbing trade in pro- 
gress which is supplied at prices ranging from 
1 85@1 95c as to quantity and date of delivery. 
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Acids. 

Acetic acid has been in rather more request 
since out jast report, many of the paris green 
makers are drawing more freely since the 
opening of the month. The sales comprise 
54,0.0 lbe ut prices ranging from 134@1l%éc as to 
make, quantity and date of delivery. 

Oxalic acid continues weak and dull under 
free arrivals, thus giving a surplus stock at the 
moment.

Argols continue quiet abroad and are still 
quoted at fr 260@2 70 as to test, quantity and 
date of shipment. Plates are steady with sales 
of 20 casks at 23@24c as to grade and ‘quantity. 

Arsenic since the warm weather has come is 
a shade tirmer,as many of the Paris green 
makers are drawing upon store parcels to some 
extent. Arrivals, however, continue to come 
freely to band. but usually they are under con- 
tract. For jobbing lots from store they are 
now quoting 234c whiie for nearby vessels they 
are asking 254c with sales of 75 kegs reported. 
Future shipments are dull and nominally held 
at 2346@244c as to brand, holder and date of 
shipment. Ked arsenic has sold to the extent 
of 40 kegs at prices ranging from 6}4@7c as to 
quantity and style of keg. 

Brimstone is only wanted ina limited way at 
the momeat. Stocks on the spot are very much 
reduced as the bulk of recent arrivals went 
into consumption. For shipments the market 
is weaker with buyers holding off for the 
present in hopes lower prices will be named 
later on. We quote best seconds to arrive at 
$22 75@23 v0 and thirds at $22 25@2260 as to 
quantity and date of shipment. 

Copperas, as the warm weather approaches, 
isin better demand, and prices are becoming 
somewhat firmer. The sales comprise 300 bbis 
at prices ranging from 90@1 00c, as to quantity 
and make. 

Cream tartar is only wanted in a limited way 
atthe moment. Manufacturers are all busy 
making their June deliveries, and very little 
new contracts are reported as being affected at 
the moment. It is reported that many of the 
large buyers are offering their surplus stocks 
for sale at a shade under current prices. There 
is only a small jobbing trade in progress at 
prices ranging from 33}4@34c for crystals and 
3444@35c for powdered, as to quantity. For 99 
per cent there is only a moderate demand, with 
prices steady and unchanged. 

Nitrate of soda continues to come freely to 
hand, though the recent arrival was sold previ- 
ous to arrival for consumption, and will not 
come on the market. There bas been a fair job- 
bing demand in progress, with sales of 1500 bags 
from dock at 2 10@2}éc as to quantity, and 250 
bags from store at 2 20@2 25c as to holder. Mr. 
F. B. Nicho‘as, in his circular under date of 
June 1, says: 

“The total arrivals for the past fortnight 
have been 95,518 bags, against 167,597 bags for 
the same perioa of 1884, The visible supply be- 
ing 306,758 bags, against 303,206 bags for 1884. 
A fair business was done in the last furtnight 
chiefly from vessel. The stock in store and 
afloat belonging to consumers is about 62,000 
bags. The arrivals include Strathay, Aequa- 
tor, Ella and Christian Scriver at this port, and 
Independence at Boston. Prices current 20@ 
2 10c for both years.”” 

Saltpeter is steady even though the arrivals 
have been large the past week, but as this is for 
consumption there is no perceptible effect upon 
the market. Sales are reported of 900 bags in 
lots at 5@5!4c, as to quantity. The London 
Commercial Record of May 22 says: “Saltpeter— 
100 tons May-June-July shipment via Cape, 
were sold early in the week at the reduced price 
of 15s 9d per cwt. basis 5lb ref or usual allow- 
ance, but a somewhat steady tone hes more re- 
cently been manifest, and there are now buyers 
where, the other day, there were sellers. 168 2d 
per cwt is now nearest value on the spot, and 
16s per cwt for arrival.”’ 

During the past week there has been rather 
more demand for both white and brown sugar 
of lead. Values, however, continue steady at 
our previous quotations, at which a few sales

Philadelphia Chemical Market. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 1, 1885. 

The week now closing has been quite as dull 
as any experienced during the past month, and 
present indications are in no way favorable to 
an increase in business in the near future. As 
the time approaches for the glass factories to 
go out of blast, the orders are becoming few 
and small in quantity, as they do not care to 
carry stocks over the two months of idleness. 
The paper trade shows no improvement in their 
line, and in consequence orders for chemicals 
from this source are not plentiful. Arrivals 
have been comparatively heavy, but the great- 
er portion comes to fill existing contracts. 
Stocks are not heavy, and a fair demand would 
soon clear up the goods now on dock and in 
store. 

Carbonated soda ash has become firmer, ow- 
ing to recent combination of alkali makers, and 
prices have advanced. The light demand for 
spot goods has had the effect of only slightly 
changing figures for spot goods or near arriv- 
als. Liverpool 48 per cent on spot can be had 
at 150@1 60c, and to arrive the same figures are 
quoted. 58 per cent is still in light demand. 
and figures a tritle higher and firm, 1 4244@1 50c 
being named for spot and to arrive. In New- 
castle 48 per ceat the market is bare, nothing at 
all obtainable at first hands for immediate de- 
livery. By steamer now on way most of the 
45 per cent has been disposed of, and holders 
are naming 1 40@1 45 for balance. High test is 
obtainable at 135@1 40c asto quantity. Caus- 
tic soda ash is tirmer, but can be had at previ- 
ous figures; viz., 14244@1 474¢c for spot, and 
140@1 4244 toarrive. Sales are in jobbing par- 
cels only. There is no change in the position 
of caustic soda The demand continues lim- 
ited, and little doing in any of the differen 
tests excepting in a small way, such sales of 60 
per cent being made at 2 85@2 95c.

I inquired the 
reason of this from the inspector who accom- 
panied me, and he informed me that this tract 
of land was used for beating out the sacks of 
kainit in distributing the drug and it is proba- 
ble that the better condition of this part of the 
field was entirely due to the kainit which had 
fallen off during the process of beating out the 
sacks. I have never seen such a tangible 
proof of what it is possibleto attain in this 
way.”

A Prophecy on Manufacture of Chem- 
ieals. 

“I think that it will be many years before 
the manufacture of drugs and chemicals will 
cease growing, if it does so atall, and Brookiyn 
is sure to remain the center it is now,’ saida 
gentleman, connected with one of the largest 
manufactories. 

“*We expect a rapid increase in the manufac- 
ture, and would be surprised if we did not have 
it. Andin regard to the future of the same 
business I can see no reason why it should not 
be equally rapid asin the past. Regarding the 
exact amounts,”’ said he, ‘we can only guess at 
them when applied to time tocome. The bus- 
iness will depend somewhat on the average 
prosperity of the country during the ten years 
tocome. That, as far as I can see, is to be very 
fineand brisk for three years, when a reaction 
will set in, due to inflation, but no very. bad 
time will ensue. We will have no panic and 
then times will be better again. Thus, as a 
whole, prosperity will be the rule and that 
can be said of the chemical stuffs manufactur- 
ing. In addition tothe general situation, this 
particular business wi'l bave more than usual 
life and power, owing to the fact that as it is 
somewhat coscentrated in a few markets it 
will grow more rapidly there. In estimating, 
I think that $12,(00.000 for the value of the yield 
in 1883 would be correct, and from then till 1891 
little advance. Then another sudden jump of 
$1,000,000 a year until the sum of $17,000,000 is 
reached in 1895. Those advances seem reason- 
able and less than the past increase, for I do 
not count on as many new and large establish- 
ments being built as there bave been for a few 
years past. If the same ratio of increase 
should prevail, however, in ten years we could 
point to an output of not less than $23,000,000, 
nearly three times as much as now.” 





Raw Materials for Soap Making. 
BY DR. C. DEITE. 


In America, the crude cottonseed oil is used 
for lubricating, as a substitute for linseed oil 
in the manufacture of varnishes, and for soap 
making. The refined oil is used in soap mak- 
ing, for culinary purposes, and for the adulte- 
ration of other oils. 

The crude oil is much more easily saponified 
than the refined, probably for the reason that 
the former contains free fatty acids, which are 
removed from the latter in the refining pro- 
cess. When used alone, the refined oil is sapo- 
nified with difficulty by strong lyes, but when 
used in combination with the easily saponified 
fats, such as palm kernel oil, cocoanut oil, &c., 
it saponifies very readily. Alone it can only be 
completely saponified by gradually treating it 
with dilute lyes, but a soap prepared in this 
manner is difficult to salt out, and even when a 
large excess of salt is used the soap does not 
give up #ll its water. Soap made in this way is 
so soft and smeary that it can be worked with 
ashovel. When pressed in the hand it gives off 
water, and consequently is not a true curd 
soap. Freshly prepared this soap is white, but 
after drying it becomes yellow and has a disa 
greeable, peculiar odor. 

While in America, as has already been stated, 
the crude oil is used in soap making, in Ger- 
many only the refined oil is used for this pur- 
pose. It is employed in the manufacture of 
both bard and soft soaps, rarely alone, but 
generally in combination with uther fats. The 
reason that it is generally taken with other fats 
is that it saponifies with difficulty, and on ac- 
count of the disagreeable smell which the cot- 
tonseed oil soap assumes with age. This bad 
odor is not however only found in pure cotton- 
seed oii soaps, but also in soaps in which large 
quantities of cottonseed oil are used with other 
fats. This smell can be much reduced by boil- 
ing the oil for some time with caustic lye of 25 

deg. B, before using. 

Refined cottonseed oil as it is generally found 
in commerce, has a pale yellow color, and is 
sufficiently light for most soaps. In some cases 
it is desirabie to have it lighter, and then it is 
bleached with caustic soda lye, or bichromate 
of potash and hydrochloric acid. 

For bard soaps it is mostly used in combina- 
tion with palm kernel oil or cocoanut oil, as it 
possesses the property of making soaps from 
the latter fats smoother and more plastic. Fora 
time, cottonseed oil was very much in demand 
forsmooth white curd soaps, but the defect of 
these soaps soon became apparent in the form 
of yellow stains. These are due to an unsapon- 
ifiable, yellow oil-like body, which is contained 

in the cottonseed oil,and which is no de - 


troyed by refining with lye, and can not be re- 
moved even by repeating the operation of 
refining. This is probably also the source of 
the bad odor which cottonseed oil soap acquire, 
when kept for some time. Cottonseed oil is 
also used in the preparation of yellow curd 
soap, and Eschweg soap. In France and Italy 
it is used, together with peanut oil, in consid- 
erable quantity for Marseilles soaps, not how- 
ever to the advantage of the product. I recent- 
ly obtained specimens of sucha soap. It was 
very fine while fresh; after it had been lying in 
the room, however, for several weeks, it 
showed the dirty yellow stains, with which we 
are familiar in the white curd soaps. 

Cottonseed oil has also found much applica- 
tion in the manufacture of soft soaps, In win- 
ter, it can not be used for smooth transparent 
soaps, on account of the large amount of pal- 
mitine it contains. In summer, it is very valu- 
able in the making of these soaps, because it 
gives greater hardness, than when linseed oil 
alone is used. 

The oil is very well adapted for the prepara- 
tion of smooth yellow, or smooth white soft 
soap, and it is for these soaps that the oil may 
be used by itself, When soap with a silver lus- 
tre, so-called “silver soap’’ 1s to be made, the 
oil must be previously bleached. 

Natural curd soap is also made with cotton- 
seed oil, but much caution is required in the 
operation. The soap has atendency to grain, 
but the grain is easily destruyed. Great care 
must’be taken to prevent any soda from enter- 
ing the soap, and only the best high grade pot- 
ash should be used. 

The fact that cottonseed oil, at a temperature 
afew degrees above zero, separates palmitin, 
has been taken advantage of in America, in 
preparing an oil containing less palmitin,which 
is better adapted for adulterating olive oil, than 
the ordinary refined oil. The separated fat has 
the consistency of lard, and is called “cotton 
stearin.” It shows the same defects as cottcn- 
seed oil, for white soaps made from it, when 
kept for some time, are covered with yellow 
stains, and acquirea disagreeable odor.—Seifen- 
fabrikant.

Manufacture of Toilet Soaps. 


Dr. C.R. Alder Wright, F. R. 8, delivered on 
Monday, Mav 4, says the London Grocer, the 
first of a course of three Cantor Lectures at the 
Society of Arts, John street, Adelphi, W. C., 
“On the Manufacture of Soap.”” In the course 
of his lecture Dr. Wright ssid that most people 
at the present day had a moderately clear per- 
ception of what was meant by a piece of suap, 
and the idea of most people was that of a sub- 
stance possessing the properties of * brown 
Windsor,” or of yellow soap. Most people also 
knew that, instead of soap, various other sub- 
stances could be used for the purpose of facili- 
tating the removal of grease from the hands 
and household articles, such as wood-ashes, 
kelp, spirit of hartshorn (solution of ammonia), 
and so-called Scotch soJa—all of which sub- 
stances belonged to a class of bodies known as 
alkalies, differing entirely in character from 
certain vegetable extracts, such as soapwort 
and Fuller's earth. Soaps,in point of fact,were 
simple alkalies, the property of which had been 
to a great extent modified by chemical action 
on them of various fatty matters; and for his 
purpose soaps might be divided into two ranks 
—those intended to cleanse the household fur- 
niture, floors, and the like, and those which 
were intended to be applied to the skin for the 
purpose of personal cleanliness. The latter 
class he wished to bring before their notice, 
and they were usually designated ‘toilet 
svaps.”” They differed from the former class 
not only in the quality of the material used 
in their manufacture, but in the care 
and skill employed in conducting the opera- 
tions and proportioning the ingredients to one 
another, or in subsequently purifying and re- 
fining the crude product so as to obtain as the 
result a material in which all the alkali orig.p- 
ally used had been practically transfor . ed into 
true soap, and leaving none uncombined with 
the fatty matters employed. Toilet soap was 
essentially a variety of soap made from the 
choice selected kinds of fatty matters, judi- 
ciously combined with alkali in such a fashion 
that the product contained practically no alka- 
li in excess. Household soaps only differed 
from toilet soaps in that they were made with 
cheaper and coarser materials, and in a some- 
what rougher way. But there were also in use 
a number of scouring soaps which were pur- 
posely made intensely alkaline by employing 
alkali in excess during the manufacture, or by 
mixing with the crude soap before solidification 
a certain proportion of alkaline matters so that 
they might naturally possess‘a high detergent 


power. 


There were to be found in the market 
a large number of soaps by courtesy designated 
toilet soaps, and usually sold at relativély low 
prices, but their only claim to the title of toilet 
soap lay in the fact that they were cut and 
stamped into tablets convenient in size. Un- 
fortunately, price was not by any means neces- 
sarily a guide to quality in that respect, and, so 
far as alkalinity was concerned, many of the 
more expensive British-made soaps were quite 
as bad as most of the cheapest class, al- 


though they at any rate possessed the 
advantage of being made from_ the 
less coarse fatty matters, and being 


very attractively scented and otherwise. The 
general character of the better class of toilet 
soap, then, might be briefly described as supe- 
rior varieties of soap made from selected mate- 
rials, with epecial precautions to avoid alkalies, 
and in some cases improved and made more at- 
tractive in appearance by perfumes. As re- 
garding the early history of soap-making, it 
might be noticed that although the use of wood 
ash, and probably other natural alkaline sub- 
stances, as used in cleansing cloth, &c., had 
been known from a very early period, still no 
historical reference to the products of the com- 
bination of these alkalies with fatty matters 
existed long prior to the Christian era. Hyssop 
and cther vegetable extracts, fullers’ earth and 
certain natural alkalies—more especially natron 
and the use of wood ash—were far moreextinct 
at the present day. A remarkable illustration 
of that was afforded in Rome a few weeks ago. 
According to a correspondent of the Times, 
whilst workmen were engaged in excavating 
an ancient tomb they came across a quantity 
of ashes, which were appropriated by one of 
the workmen, and sent home to his wife for use 
in washing. Those ashes, it subsequently 
transpired, were the cremated remains of the 
Emperor Galba, there deposited some 18 centu- 
ries ago. “To what base uses may we come!” 
(Laughter). Other substances, known as na- 
tron—which was an exudation or efflorescerce 
from the soil of certain localities, and a product 
of the evaporation of certain waters—were 
known to the Jews for washing and cleansing 
purposes a considerable period before the 
Christian era, various references thereto being 
made in different portions of the Old Testa- 
ment, In all probability the material actually 
referred to in those passages as soap—or, as it 
was spelt, “sope’”—was not those fatty combi- 
nations now known bythat name. The pas- 
sage in Jeremiah, “For though thou wash thee 
with nitre,and take thee much sope,”’ doubt- 
less referred to natron. The Eastern historical 
records did not seem to make any reference to 
soaps as they knew them; but about the time 
of Pliny soap was known to some extent, and 
soap making was practised, because a soap 
factory in some degree of perfection was found 
in Rome. It was not, however, until the pres- 
ent century that the actual changes that took 
place became known by the investigation of 
Chevrel. Dr. Wright then proceeded to per- 
form certain experiments to ehow the chemical 
action which took place during the manufac- 
ture of soap, and how the coloring was pro- 
duced. Referring next to the fatty matters 
used in the manufacture of soap, he said that 
nearly all articles of food contained a larger or 
asmaller quantity of fatty matter, and much 
of the fat was obtained from them. 
Fatty matter was also obtained from a 
number of processes ip some of the in- 
dustrial arts and made u® of for 
the manufacture of some of the lower grades 
ofsoap. As regarded the sources of some of 
that grease, howeycr, it was to be said that 
they were not quite as attractive to the ordi- 
nary individual as the beauty of the process 
rendered them to the chemist. For the pro- 
cesses of extracting grease from bones and the 
tanner’s refuse, possessed an extremely power- 
fulodor,and the methods of getting grease 
from such arts were generally such as to cause 
thema very unenviable reputation in conse- 
quence of the odor proceeding therefrom. A 
large quantity of fat was obtained from the 
outfall at Erith. Some of our food passed 
through the body undigested, and films of 
grease floated on to the top of the water, and it 
was a practice in the vicinity of Erith, for ex- 
ample,to have pieces of floating corks and 
such objects on the water, around which the 
grease Collected, and to skim it off. Whether 
it was true, as had been stated, that oleomar- 
garine or Thames butter, was made from that, 
he would not like to say, but that greasy mat- 
ter was ove of the kinds of grease used in the 
manufacture of soap, but he hoped not that 
class which was used for ablution. Of the va- 
rious soaps then, that were produced on alarge 
scale for ordinary purposes, there were two 
main divisions that might be taken into consid- 
eration, viz., hard soaps and soda soaps. He was 
indebted to Messrs, J.C.and J. Field forsending 
the barsof soap they saw beforethem, which 
were madefrom palm oil, olive oil and cocoanut 
oil. Those bars all contain the alkali soda—if 
not to the total extension of potash, at any rate 
the soda constituted the greater part of the 
alkaline constituent, On the other hand, when 
those oils were conjoined with potash, instead 
of getting hard soap, soft soap was the result. 
Soft soaps, however, were little used for the 
manufacture of the toilet variety of soap, as 
they possessed a considerable excess of alkali 
which made it objectionable to the skin. 
Whether they were dealing with potash or soda 
soaps, one point must be noticed—that the al- 
kalias it existed was incapable of acting on 
fatty matter without being subjected to some 





previous treatment for facilitating its action. 

After showing, by means of chemical experi- 
ments, how that treatment was effected, Dr. 

Wright said that the manufacture of soaps 

might be divided into four classes. The first 

group comprised the process in which free fat 

or: resinous acids were directly started with al- 
kalies. The soaps thus produced contained no 
glycerine, for the good reason that they did not 
start with the body containing glycerine. The 
second group was the process in which fatty 

glycerides were saponified by alkali, without 

starting the resulting soap from the supple- 

mentary glycerine. The third subdivision 
was the process by which the fatty glycerides 
were saponified, and the resulting soap 
started from the glycerine. In that group 
the glycerine which was set free during its 
saponification was not removed. To get a com- 
pletc saponification, however, it was necessary 
to use a quantity of alkali. The products of 
this group, although very valuable for house- 
hold purposes, were not so well suited for tbe 
better kind of toilet soap. The last group was 
a subsidiary process, used for toilet soaps, and 
which was a combination of one or other of the 
preceding types. The lecturer stated that he 
would explain by chemical experiments the 
various manufacturing processes in a subse- 
quent lecture; but he wished to exp!ain that 
before the products could be used for applica- 
tion to the skin they required a further treat- 
ment known by the name of refining. Soap 
making consisted of two divisions, namely, the 
manusacture of flar soaps and the milling pro- 
cess, in the course of which various ingredi- 
ents were frequently mixed with the soaps to 
give them better qualities. Then there were 
chemical processes to which the soaps made on 
a large scale were subjected for the purpose of 
getting a greater degree of purity. After re- 
ferring to the various processes that were in 
use for refining or purifying soaps and dimin- 
ishing the alkali in soap for personal use, he 
concluded by explaining some novel points in 
connection with the chemistry of soaps, which 
were of a technical nature.

The Cork Industry. 


“It’s funny what prejudice will do,” saida 
well-known cork merchant. ‘“‘We are com- 
pelled to import every year several thousand 
dollars’ worth of hand-cut corks. These come 
chiefly from Germany. They are not so good 
as the machine-cut corks of our own country, 
as they vary in size aniare but approximately 
round. A machine-cut cork will always fit the 
bottle it is made for. Yet some of our old 
German brewers, bottlers and druggists are so 
prejudiced in favor of the products of father- 
land that they will buy hand cut corks every 
time. Of course, price may have something to 
do with it, for it is a peculiar fact, and one 
showing how cheap labor can get, that those 
corks, cut one by one by hand in Germany, are 
brought over here, tariff paid, and then sold a 
little cheaper than our machine-cut corks. The 
cork business is growing very rapidly. This is 
a great country for bottled goods, and bottles 
must be corked with something. There are 
twentp-three cork factories in the country, but 
the one in Pittsburg works up a little more 
than one-half of all the bark imported every 
year. 

“Cork, you know, isthe bark, not the wood, 
of the cork oak. All our barks come from 
Spain and Portugal. There they keep cork 
woods. It doesn’t killthe tree to take its bark 
away, and it can be skinned every six or eight 
years. About $1,000,000 of the raw bark is 
brought to this country every year. There is 
no tariff on it, but a tariff of 25 per cent on the 
manufactured product. The importations of 
manufactured corks run about $130,000 a year. 
The cork has to be steamed up before it is cut. 
Corks are made in thousands of sizes and 
grades, from the sizes of a pin head up to four 
meters in diameter. We keep 600 sizes and 
grades in stock. There’sa little cork that sells 
at 6 cents a gross, and yet every cork has to be 
handled three times in the manufacture—once 
in cutting, once in tapering, and the last time 
in assorting one grade from the others. 


“None of the bark that comes over inthe 
ships goes to waste, We used to burn the 
refuse, but we know better now. Up between 
the joists, right under the roof of this building, 
we have packed fifteen inches ef granulated 
cork. Last summer this upper floor was as 
cool as any floor in the building. The heat 
can’t get through that cork protector. The 
palace car builders use the same stuff to pack 
under the floors of their cars to deaden the 
sound and under the roofs to keep the heat 
ont. I sold fifty car loads of granulated bark 
toe a certain gentleman to pack under the roofs 
of his refrigerator cars as a non-conductor of 
heat. He has saved thousands of dollars in ice 
by the use of that substance, and has hoped 
that none of his competitors would catch onto 
the scheme. But he hoped in vain. 


“The finest of the refuse is used by picture- 
frame makers in decorations. They sprinkle 
iton their bronzed or japanned frames. See 
that picture? Well, this old castle along the 
Rhine, the rocks, hills, trees, vineyard, flowers 
and birds—an exquisite landscape, is it not?— 
all made from cork, pressed lik papier mache 
It is a German novelty, anda neatone. Fruit 
and egg cases, ice houses and ice machines, sre 
often packed with the granulated cork, which 
costs only 2 cents atpound.”

There is no spirit to the dyestuff market. 
Goods are moving off slowly in small lots for 
immediate consumption and no speculative in- 
terest is manifested. The jobbers report a 
tolerably fair volume of business at usual 
prices. Values remain about steady for the 
general run of goods, as trade is in such a 
position that a change of prices is not found 
necessary, except for large lots, and in that 
case there is a tendency to shade prices. Last 
Monday’s double mail brought numerous smal] 
orders to jobbers, and the week under review 
closes more satisfactory than it opened. Ac- 
cording to recent information from abroad, 
the German makers of dyewood extracts are 
petitioning for more protection, but the Ger- 
man dyers do not see it, and draw up counter 
petitions. Itisalso said bya private circular 
that the foreign demand for artificial indigo 
has ceased. 

Amaranth is another new color introduced 
by acity firm, and claimed to be a valuable 
product as a substitute for archil and combin- 
ation colors. 

Fuchsine crystals attracted attention during 
the week, from the fact that American was 
alleged to be offered from 90c up. Most holders 
quote $1 30 as their inside price. Other goods 
which holders claim to be crystals but said to 
be residuum by sellers Of the guaranteed goods 
are obtainable under $1. Red aniline, which 
bears a resemblance is offered at 30c. The mar- 
ket value of fuchsine crystals has not under- 
gone any change, as some parties would be led 
to suppose, but merely a difference of opinion 
as to quality, &c. is entertained. 

Hoffman’s violet 3 B continues to have a wide 
range of values. The average price is $1 75, 
but some holders ask $6 25 less 5@74% per cent, 
according to views ot seller. No additional 
large sales are revorted since the transactions 
at $5 50, as given in last issue. 

The cochineal market rules quiet at former 
quotations. There wasa sale of 200 bags during 
the week on private terms but understood to 
be at low prices. The sale was not for con- 
sumption and the Jot is held at regular quota- 
tions. The London market is steadier, the 
cheap lots having been disposed of. 

The cutch market is barely steady, owing to 
fresh arrivals of 4,800 bags since last writing. 
We have sales of 500 bags Diamond SM ex ves- 
sel at 4%%c. Other stock is offered at same fig- 
ure, either ex vessel or from store for large 
lota, while 54¢c is asked in a jobbing way. 
Star B to arrive in 30 days is quoted at 5i¢c; 
there is no stock on spot M M slabs on spot 
have sold in a small way at 64@644c. WW 
and two stars, has been in moderate request, 
with sales of 500 boxes in Boston at 6c. There 
is no stock here of the latter and only 900 boxes 
in London, for which 6c is asked laid down 
here. Previous prices are being realized in 
London. 

Gambier has been in very limited demand, 
only sma!) sales from store being reported at 
4%@5\4c, according to quantity. Gooas ex- 
dock are offering at 434c, which is the same 
figure that ruled sales the previous week. The 
market closed quiet and steady, without any 
interest either in large lots on spot or futures. 

Sumac has been moving in very small quan- 
tities. The feeling is quiet and steady. There 
is no occasion to alter quotations previously 
given. For prime Sicily on spot $84@90 is still 
the range, and futures are nominally the same.

40c. Saiesof Oude and Kurpah grades were 
made in London recently at an advance of 3d 
over April rates, Asmall July sale is exyect- 
ed, as advices from Madras report a continu- 
ance of smal! shipments. 

Prussiate of potash is :esting on an easy ba- 
sis, and another decline would not be surpris- 
ing to the trade. It is still intimated that 2ic 
will buy American yellow, but we fail to get 
any offer at that figure. Holders in this mar- 
ket are quoting 2i}¢c. Scotch yellow is dull 
and although some importers decline to name 
less than 28c we understand that 224¢c can be

Testing Dyewood Extracts. 


Atthe meeting of the Society of Chemical 
Industry in Manchester, on March 24, Mr. L. 
Siebold stated that it had been, and was still, 
his intention to deal with this subject in a more 
complete manner at an early meeting next 
session. The various published methods for 
the analysis of dyewood extracts were com- 
mented unfavorably upon, their being regarded 
as very unsatisfactory and affording no trust- 
worthy indication of their value to the dyer 
and printer. Chemical knowledge of these 
preparations is still in a very imperfect state;

and as long as this isthe case the essayist pre - 
fers to rely for this purpose on carefully con- 
ducted dyeing experiments rather than on 
chemical analyses. In the majority of cases 
wool dyeing is much to be preferred to cotton 
dyeing for these tests, inasmueh as the former 
renders a complete exhaustion of the dye-bath 
possible, while the latter does not, and even 
where the extract under examination is intend- 
ed for cotton dyeing he is still decidedly of 
opinion that the testing should be done by 
means of wool dyeing, which is in every way 
better calculaed to show the actual strength of 
the preparation to be tested. Experimental 
cotton dyeing isin most cases less a criterion 
of the actual strength and money value of an 
extract, than of the more or iess developed or 
oxidized condition in which the coloring mat- 
ter exists in it, and gives the experimentor a 
better idea of the speed of dyeing than of the 
real extent of the dyeing power of the prepara- 
tion. In many cases its indications are entirely 
deceptive. A number of instances in support 
of this view were mentioned by theessayist. He 
laid great stress on the necessity of conducting 
these dyeing trials with a degree of care and 
accuracy equal to that required in chemical 
analysis, and showed that it is impossible to 
distinguish with certainty between one extract 
and one but slightly inferior to it, unless the 
greatest care is given to the weighing of the 
extracts, the measuring of the solvents, and to 
the perfect equality of temperature, and other 
conditions during the dyeing process. The 
mordanting, too, should be conducted with the 
same degree of exactness. Mr. Siebold ex- 
plained a variety of circumstances likely to 
lead to erroneous results, and the best condi- 
tions for ensuring success in these tests. All the 
details respecting these will be published in the 
more exhaustive paper promised by him on 
this subject. 
DISCUSSION. 

The chairman, in proposing a vote of thanks» 
said: It seems to me that communications 
similar to those given by Mr. Hunt and Mr. 
Siebold are particularly valuable to the Soci- 
ety in showing how necessary it is—not less 


necessary to the workshop, the dye house, and 
the color shop than in the laboratory—in all 
cases to adopt a system of scientific accuracy 
in order to bring our industries forward. 

Mr. W. Thomsen, in seconding the vote of 
thanks, said: I understood Mr. Siebold to say 
that he added 3 per cent of chromate of potash. 
It has always puzzled me to know how it is 
that if you use double the quantity of water 
you get the same results? 

Mr. Siebold —It is practically immaterial 

whether the quantity of water used in mor- 
danting pieces of wool with bichromate of 
potash is exactly the same ia each case or not. 
What is important is the ratio of the bichro- 
mate to the weight of the wool. If I were to 
mordant a piece weighing 10 grme. in a litre of 
water containing 03 grm. of bichromate the 
result would not materially differ from that 
obtained by mordanting three such pieces to- 
gether in the same quantity (1 litre) of water 
containing three times that proportion (09 
grm.) of potassium bichromate. The main 
point in testing a dyewood extract by wool 
dyeing, is the presence in the cloth of a suffici- 
ent amount of mordant to fix the entire quan- 
tity of coloring matter used in the experiment, 
or, in other words, to completely exhaust the 
dyebath. In the case of logwood extract, this 
end is completely attained by boiling such a 
piece of well-mordanted wcol, in the case and 
propane. The gases were prepared by the ac- 
tion of the zinc-copper couple on ethyl and 
isopropyl] iodides respectively, and then sub- 
jected to purification by passing them through 
bromine. The illuminating power of ethane, 
when consumed from a “referee’s burner,” at 
the rate of 5 cubic feet per hour, was found to 
be 34°8 candles, and that of propane 53’3 candles. 
The illuminating power of ethane is thus 
almost exactly half that of ethylene (68°5 can- 
dies), whilst that of propane is 1°5 times as 
great as that of ethane. From these results it 
appears that in the paraffin series of hydrocar- 
bons, excluding the first member, methane, the 
illuminating power is directly proportional to 
the number of carbon atoms in the molecule.—
